TALK ABOUT THE TREATY 


THE SENATE REMOVES THE IN- 
JUNCTION OF SECRECY. 
DISCUSSION OF THE TREATY IN OPEN SES- 
SION NOW PROBABLE—THE VIEWS OF 

LEADING SENATORS AND MEMBERS. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.— The Spanish- 
American commercial convention, which is at- 
tracting so much attention in business and polit- 
ical circles, was transmitted to the Senate to-day, 
and there is great probability that it will be offered 
tothat part of the public that has not already 
become acquainted with it through THE NEwW- 
YorKE Times about Friday next. If it had 
not already been published it is believed 
that what is called Senatorial usage would 
have kept it hidden in the executive 
sessions until after the Senate had decided to 
ratify or reject it. There isa degree of fondness 
manifes:ed among most of the Senators, Mr. 
Van Wyck, of Nebraska, being the sole and con- 
gpicuous exception, for surrounding with mys- 
tery all subjects to be considered in executive 
session, and thus adding to a curiosity frequent- 
ly out of all proportion to the magnitude of the 
matters involved. Nowthat the treaty is out 
the Senate will probably drop what would other- 
wise be guarded as a sacrea morsel. 

Not even the talk of the industrious Cabinet 
makers bas been so general as conversation 
about the Spanish treaty. One hears more and 
more trequentiy the prediction that in project- 
ing the Spanish convention upon the country 
while the Mex'can treaty 1s still not made effect- 
ive by legislation the chances of both are im- 
paired. Some of the Democrats are disposed to 
speak criticaliy of the Administration for hav- 
ing unloaded several commercial treaties just as 
anew Administration is coming in and an old 
Congress going out, with the possible purpose, 
inthe event of the rejection of one or all of 
them, of making political capital out of the 
neglect or refusal of the Democrats to take ad- 
vanteee of an opportunity to extend the com- 
merce of the United States. 

The members of botn houses are slow to in- 
form themselves of the details or probable effect 
of the Spanish treaty. Eastern Representatives, 
who are interested in the passage of the Mexican 
Treaty bill, are unwilling to believe that the 
Spanish treaty will excite so much opposition to 
the already ratified treaty with Mexico as to lead 
to the rejection of the bill making it operative. 
Having stepped over one boundary and made 
the text of the Spanish treaty public 
property, by resolutions, the Senate will 
probably go further and vote to consider 
jt in open session. The reason for this,as given 
by several Senators, is that should the treaty be 
discussed with closed doors, the public would go 
onjdiscussing the treatyas published in THE TIMES 
aud reach its conclusions without regard to the 
views of Senators. Several Senators are out- 
spoken in advocating an open discussion of the 
treaty, regarding the matter as one about the 
snerse geal ot which the public are entitied to 
Snow. 

some of the Senators who have been asked to 
give their opinions of the treaty are prepared to 
speak. Other Senators are still unprepared to 
taik. Senator Miller, of Calitornia, who regards 
the publication of the treaty in THE TIMES asa 
most brilliant stroke of journalistic enterprise, 
is Chairman of the Committee on Foreign Rela- 
tions, which will consider the treaty  be- 
tore it is acted upon by the Senate. In 
speaking of the matter to-day, Mr. Miller 
aid that there wes a large party of 
men in the Senate and House, who thought su- 
gur ought tobe puton the tree hst. All such 
inen. Mr. Miller thought, ought to vote for the 
ratification of the Spanish treaty. Mr. Miller 
was himself in tavor of the treaty, but he wanted 
vo give ita careful consideration before passing 
final judgment upon it. The United States needed 
more markets for their products, and the treaty 
ahould be considered with a view to what special 
benefits this country might receive from it. 

Senator Beck, whose pronounced liberal views 
of the tariff are well known, said that at present 
his judement was against the treaty, because of 
its method and for other reasons. It seemed to 
hima nibbling way to deal with two colonies of 
2 nation and not with the nation itself; to deal 
with two millions of people, of whom hardly 
one-fourth were responsible, and of whom a 
large proportion were not white. ‘* But still,” 
added Mr. Beck, **Ilam exceedingly anxious to 
liberalize trade, and, when 1 come to study the 
treaty more carefully, Il may conclude to kick 
over the bars and vote for it. Halt a loaf is bet- 
ter than no bread.” 

Senator Platt was undecided as to his views of 
the treaty. It would have to be considered as to 
its general effect, as to its particular benefits, 
andas to its effectas one of a great series of 
similar treaties which evidently might be ex- 
pected to be negotiated. Mr. Platt had noticed 
that opinion on the Spanish treaty did not seem 
to be dividing on any particular lines. Senator 
Hour was not prepared to talk about the treaty. 
Senator Hawley, who does not forgive THE 
Times for supporting Mr. Cleveland, and who 
waits for his news until the 7ribune allows him 
to have it, had not yet read the treaty,and of 
course could not give any opinion of its provis- 
ions. Senator McPherson had not made up his 
mind what he thought of the treaty, and Mr. 
Coke was in the same boat. Mr. Camden was an- 
other Senator who had not yet had time to 
form an opinicn§ of 
Jones, of Fiorida, 
to bow he should vote on the treaty. 
however, received many protests from his to- 
baceco-growing constituents against the adop- 
tion of the treaty. Senator Hill, who expects to 
taik on the silver question to-morrow, had been 
devoting his attention to that subject, and had 
not posted himself on the treaty. Mr. Garland 
hadalso been unable to give the treaty careful 
consideration, and could not say what he 
thought of it. The same was true of Mr. Ran- 
som. 

Representative Hiscock, whose admiration for 
the enterprise of THE Times in securing and 
publishing the treaty was expressed with- 
out reservation, said he had been so busy with 
Congressional auties that he had not yet found 
time to study its provisions. He is diposed, how- 
ever. tooppose it. ** There is too little reci- 
procity in it,” said he. ‘* We give a great deal and 
get but little.” As for the promised exten- 
sion of American commerce, Mr. Hiscock 
says that his opinion about that 1s that 
there is not likely to be any great improvement 
of American commerce untilshipping promises 
to be a better investment than it now is. Ameri- 
ean investors,he says, have for years found 
more profitable ways of expending their money 
than by sinking it in ships that pay little. Iltis 
a question, he says, of the rate of interest. The 
tobacco growers of his district, too, are opposed 
to the treaty as promising to destroy or impair 
their business. 

Mr. Perry Belmont, of the House Committce 
on Foreign Affairs, who is especially interested 
in matters relating to our intercourse with other 
powers, said that the State Department was: en- 
titled to a great deal of credit for the activity 
shown by itin all these negotiations. ** But it 
does seem,” he continued, “that to have com- 

jleted them now and to have sent in sucha 
ee number of treaties, just at the close of the 
Administration, when really it is an absolute im- 
possibility to consider them all, was worse than 
useless because it might also be a source of great 
embarrassmeut to the incoming Administration. 
Even if it were possible to pass upon the merits 
of these treaties, | would consider it a duty to 
wait until Mr. Cleveland nad outlined the policy 
which he and his Cabinet intend to pursue. The 
energy and skill of the State Department in 
earrying out these negotiations have been some- 
what risky because it would presuppose that the 
Senate and the House, if required, would at 
once assent before the 4th of March, 
or else that Mr. Cleveland would call 
an extra session of the Senate and perhaps, also, 
of the House, if necessary, to complete their de- 
liberations within the time stipulated. Another 
risk which the department has taken is that the 
failure of Congress to act, either because of a 
Jack of time or of disposition, might unfortu- 
nately discredit the representations of our dip- 
lomatic agents. Onthe whole,’ added Mr. Bel- 
mont, ** a much better course for the general in- 
terests of the country is to leave Mr. Cleveland’s 
Administia ion entirely unembarrassed until it 
has an opportunity to outline its own policy.”

A GROWING BELIEF THAT MR. ARTHUR 
WILL BE A CANDIDATE. 

ALBANY, Dec. 10.—It is beginning to be 
believed that President Arthur will, notwith- 
standing the protests of his friends to the con- 
trary, be a candidate for the United States Sen- 
atorship. This belief is strengthened by the 
statement of a gentlemen who has recently seen 
Messrs, Warren, Sharpe and company. He says 
that those two friends of the President are cogi- 
tating upon the ways and means of securing Mr. 
Arthur’s election; that they are satisfied that 
they can win it with a contest that may be long 
but will nevertheless be sharp and decisive, and 
that they have sent word to their friends 
throughout the State to prepare for it. This 
gentleman says that the Morton canvass is a 
blind that is intended to help the President, 
and that Mr. Warren’s canvass, if he con- 
cludes to be a candidate, will be the same 
thing. He scouts the idea of Mr. Arthur's 
being elected without a contest, and says that 
already there has been enough feeling aroused 
in the interior upon the subject to cause the 
President’s friends to anticipate a very lively 
time. John F. Smyth is reported to he in New- 
York forthe purpose of aiding in the President’s 
canvass. The withdrawa! of Chauncey M. Depew 
will, this gentleman believes, send that gentle- 
man’s friends to Congressman Frank Hiscock, of 
Syracuse. 

James D. Warren and Gen. Sharpe discussed 
the political situation, the one from the bed, 
the other from the lounge. in Mr. Warren's room 
in the Gilsey House lastnight. Mr. Warren took 


a few minutes’ stroll with the clerk of the State 
Committee, William H. Barker, during the even- 
ing, and then returned to the hotel, the 
former retiring for tke night. When asked 
what the result of his trip to Wash- 
ington was Mr. Warren replied that the 
newspapers had already published all that any- 
boay knew of the President’s intentions, and 
those intentions were not to enter into any 
scrimble for any office. To the other question 
whether Mr. Warren was a candidate that gen- 
tleman replied, **I haven't told anybody that 
I was.” There was a rumor about the hotels 
late in the evening that the President had 
written a letter after the manner of Mr. 
Depew declining to be considered a 
candidate under any circumstances. Mr. Warren 
was surprised at the rumor, and said he knew 
nothing of any letter relating to the Senatorial 
matter except the one written by Mr. Depew. 
Senator Warner Miller left the Fifth-Avenue 
Hotel in the afternoon, saying that he 
was going to Washington. George Z. Erwin, 
the candidate of Levi P. Morton’s friends for 
the Speakership, isin the city inthe interest of 
his canvass. Jonn F. Smyth is stopping at the 
Victoria Hotel. He says he is out of politics, 
and asks to be given a rest by the newspapers. 
Mr. John Sleicher, editor of the Albany Evening 
Journal, came down from Albany during the 
day to say adieu to Editor Kissellburgh, of the 
Troy Times, who is going to Europe for three 
months, 


A VERY STRANGE sTORY. 


A WOMAN RETURNS TO LIFE WHILE ON A 
DISSECTING TABLE. 

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., Dec. 10.—A strange 
story has come from Egremont, among the 
Berkshire hills, near the New-York line. The 
town and the surrounding villages are in great 
excitement. The story runs that Estelle New- 
man, about 30 years old, died in Eg- 
remont in 1878, aud, after the funer- 
al services in the little Methodist church 
was buried in the town cemetery and forgotten. 
The sensation comes from the dying testimony 
of H. Worth Wright, in Connecticut, who 


is said to have confessed to his brother 
that he, being a student in the Al- 
bany Medical College, was present at the 
funeral with other students, lay in wait near the 
cemetery till the burial was over and the grave- 
yard was deserted, and then helped disinter the 
body and carry it in a sack to the medical col- 
lege. They at once went to work on it 
in the dissecting room. While on the 
table the body showed signs of life, and was re- 
suscitated by the students. Finding the woman 
alive on their handstheauthorities of the college 
had her taken to an insane asylum in Schoharie 
County, N. Y. This is the last that Wright is 
said to have known of her whereabouts. The 
Newman woman’s grave will probably be opened 
to sce what the story amountsto.

SUPPOSED TO BE A MURDERER. 

WILKESBARRE, Penn., Dec. 10.—Judson 
Garrison, a teamster, was arrested at Plymouth 
to-day for the killing of Philip Callender seven 
years ago.~ Callender, accompanied by his son, 
was traveling along a lonely road in Luzerne 
Borough on the night of Jan. 16, 15878, 
when the father was shot through the head 


from an ambush, and the ball _ passed 
through the son’s hat. The greatest excitement 
followed the murder, but all efforts to ferret out 
the assassins were in vain, and up to this day the 
murder has remained a mystery. Abouta year 
ago Garrison created some excitement at the time 
of his marriage, for directly atter the ceremony 
he went into hysterics and threatened to shoot his 
bride. He broke up all his furniture, and 
threatened to fire the house. He was arrested 
and sent to the Danville Insane Asylum. About 
six months ago he was discharged as cured. Yes- 
terday morning he tolda friend that he could 
name the man who shot Callender. The man is 
supposed to be none other thar himself. 





WHERE A RIFLE BALL WAS FOUND. 

GREENVILLE, 8S. C., Dec. 10.—Henry 
Southern, of this county, resident a short dis- 
tance from this city, was an active participant 
in the memorable battle of Gettysburg, where 
he received a severe wound in the neck. He 
recovered from the wound but failed to secure 
the bullet which inflicted the injury until re- 
cently, when the “ leaden messenger”? made its 
appearance in a remarkable way. Mr. Southern 
had suffered much annoyance from a pain in his 
neck, near the collar bone. Suspecting that the 
rifle ball was the cause of his suffering, he sent 
for a surgeon, who released the long-imprisoned 
lead from benexuth the collar bone. The builet is 
not at all disfigured and looks as new as it was 
the day it was sped on its terrible mission. 


COLORED CHILDREN BURNEDTO DEATH.

AFFATRS IN FOREIGN LANDS 


MR. KASSON’S CONGO NEUTRALI- 
ITY PROJECT. 

A PROPOSITION OF WIDE SCOPE WHICH THE 
COMMITTEE IS CONSIDERING — PORTU- 
GUESE OPPOSITION TO IT. 

BERLIN, Dec. 10.—The Congo Committee 
to-day discussed the question of free naviga- 
tion of the Niger River. Mr. Kasson, American 
delegate, presented a neutrality project, which 
has a much wider scope than any other propos- 
als that have yet been made. His proposition, 
besides providing for the neutrality of both the 
Congo and Niger Rivers, includes inland terri- 
tory, rivulets,and canals. The delegates from 
France and Portugal strongly oppose Mr. Kas- 
son’s proposition, the German delegates are 
silent, and the English delegates are apathetic. 
No decision was arrived at by the committee 
upon this subject. The committee will meet 
again on Friday, when Gen. Sanford expects, 
owing to the continued opposition of France 
and Portugal, to offer his railway plans, some- 
what amended.

THE KILLING OF M. MORIN. 

Parts, Dec. 10.—The court yesterday 
waived the rule which would have required 
Mme. Clovis-Hugues to be brought into the 
presence ot the corpse of her victim. The post- 
mortem examination resulted in the discovery 
of the fatal bullet imbedded in Morin’s brain. 
Nobody has claimed the body, and it will be 
buried at Government expense. Numerous wit- 
nesses volunteer to give evidence at tbe trial of 
Mme. Clovis-Hugues in January that Mme. Le- 
normand had suborned persons of bad character 
to swear falsely against her husband in 
order that she might secure a separation from 
him. Mme. Clovis-Hugues asserts that Mme. 
Lenormand paid a private detective named Vuan- 
dal $5,000 with which to suborn witnesses who 
should swear to a guilty relationship between 
herself and M. Lenormand. Vandal, however, 
denies the truth of this statement. A bundle of 
papers was found in Morin’s pocket, from which 
it is made apparent that the man was engaged 
in another private inquiry scheme with a view 
of levying blackmail.

CURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS. 

Lonpon, Dec. 10.—Truth says that the 
Duke of Edinburgh has been appointed to the 
command of the Mediterranean squadron, 

The marriage of Miss Arnold yesterday to Mr. 
Frederick Whitridge occurred at Cobham, in 
Surrey. Mr. and Mrs. James Russell Lowell, 
many members of Parliament, and numerous 
other persons of distinction were among the 
guests. The village was gayly decorated, and 
triumphal arches were erected over the streets 
along which the bridal party passed. 

Paris, Dec. 10.—The Chamber of Depu- 
ties to-day rejected the motion made by Bishop 
Freppel, which provided that the stipends of the 
superior clergy should be restored. 

A deputation of the Chamber of Deputies 
waited upon M. Feuillee, Minister of Justice, 
yesterday and requested him to order the re- 
moval of Prince Krapotkine, the famous Nihilist, 
from prison to a maison de Santé, as the Prince 
is suffering from scurvy. 

There are rumors in the lobby that the Gov- 
ernment willayoid any conflict in the Chamber 
of Deputies or in the Senate upon the bill for 
the reduction of the estimates for worship, and 
finding it impossible to pass the budget in time 
to be useful it intends toask the Senate to vote 
the supplies needed in provisional twelfths at 
the close of the session, or upon the conclusion 
of the debate upon the budgetin the Chamber 
of Deputies. ; 

Figaro in an article entitled ‘‘ How a Treaty is 
Signed Under the Republic,” states that King 
Norodom, of Cambodia, refused to sign the 
treaty placing his dominions under a french 
provectorate. Thereupon M. Thomson, _ the 
French Governor of Cocnin China, forced his 
way into the King’s palace. attended by a body 
of marines with fixed bayonets, entered the 
royal bed chamber and compelled King Noro- 
dom, in peril of his life, to sign the document. 

Vienna, Dec. 10.—The anarchists who 
received the property stolen from Herr Eisert, 
the banker, of thiscity, who was robbed by an- 
archists about a year ago, have been sentenced 
to three and a half years in prison. 

The Bohemian Mortgage Company is in great 
dificulty owing to the crisis in the sugar trade. 
The Minister of Finance has asked the banks 
both national and others, to unite in an effort to 
prevent its collapse, which would involve the 
downfall of 40 savings banks and bring ruin to a 
host of poor depositors. 


Berixin, Dec. 10.—A second part of the 
White Book, dealing with Germany's foreign re- 
lations, will be published soon. It will be taken 
up chiefly with Samoa and German colonization 
in the South Seas. It will urge the necessity of 
an increase in the number of consulates and the 
formation of naval stations in the Pacific. 

The Emperor William has bestowed the Order 
ot the Crown, first ciass,on Li Fong Pao, late 
Chinese Minister at Berlin. He sent him a letter 
atthe same time commending his work in de- 
veloping friendly relations between China and 
Germany. 

The Cologne Gazette publishes selections from 
the advance sheets ot the fourth volume 
of Prince Bismarck’s private diplomatic dis- 
patches while Representative of Prussia at 
Frankfort, addressed to Gen. von Manteuffel. 
One dispatch, dated 1857, was written with the 
object of overcoming the repugnance of King 
Frederick William IV. to the friendly overtures 
of the French Emperor, Napoleon IIf. The dis- 
patch strongiy advocated a closer intimacy on 
the part of Prussia with both France and En- 
g.and. 


CaPE Town, Dec. 10.—The Argus says 
that Vice-President Joubert, of the Transvaal, 
resigned his office a few days ago because, on 
the receipt of the British ultimatum, the Boers 
applied for German protection. It is suggested 
that the remarks of Premier ~paeon the other 
day in praise of the Boers and in criticism of 
the policy of Sir Hercules Robinson, the Govy- 
ernor of the colony, arose from the Premier’s 
belief that there was a probability of Anglo- 
German complications in South Africa. 


Dustin, Dec. 10.—In the Catholic 
churches of Wexford collections of 2d. in a 
pound on the valuation have been raised for the 
fund to provide pay forthe Irish members of 
Parliament. 





FOOTBALL AT HARVARD. 
Boston, Dec. 10.—A mass meeting of 
Harvard students was held in Cambridge to- 
night to see if by any means the game of toot- 
ball could be retained at Harvard. A committee 
of five was appointed to revise the present foot- 
ball rules so that they would meet the approba-

MOTHER MANDELBAUM. 


TROUBLE THAT SHE AND SOME OF HER GANG 
ARE HAVING, 
HAmILTon, Ontario, Dec. 10,—The Man- 


delbaum case was adjourned in the Police Court 
this morning because the lawyer from New- 
York who was to aid in the prosecution had not 
arrived. The case came up again this afternoon. 
A. H. Hummel had come from New-York to 
help defend Mrs. Mandelbaum, her son Julius, 
and her clerk, Herman Stoude, and laughed 
when interrogated as to the case. He said Dis- 
trict Attorney Olney. of New-York, knew 
well enough that Mrs. Mandelbaum could 
not be held here nor extradited. When 


the case was called this afternoon Chief 
of Police Stewart asked for an adjourn- 
ment until Saturday, as Mr. Olney’s representa- 
tive for the prosgoumon had not arrived from 
New-York. r. Steele, of counsel for Mrs. Man- 
delbaum, objected to her being remanded, and 
Mr. Hummel, also of counsel for Mrs. Mandel- 
baum, by courtesy of the magistrate, addressed 
the courtin her behalf. He said it was quite 
evident that the authorities of New-York were 
aware that they cou!d not convict the prisoners 
or they would ere this have had a man here on 
the spot. Hetherefore asked that she be dis- 
missed. The mayistrate then adjourned the case 
until Saturday morning. 

Fred Marks, of the firm of EB. Marks & Son, of 
Troy, N. Y., with Chief Stewart and Customs 
Inspector Newburn, examined the diamonds 
brought here by Mother Mandelbaum. Marks 
failed to identify any of the diamonds, although 
many of them resembled those which were stolen 
from the firm in February last. 

The Inspector remarked that all the diamonds, 
whether set or not, would be confiscated if the 
Government thought they had not been prop- 
erly entered, as the law requires that all import- 
ed goods, whether dutiable or not, should be en- 
tered ata rerular customs port and passed by a 
customs officer. If entered at any other thana 
customs port, or not passed by acustomis oflicer, 
and detected, they would be confiscated, even if 
they were not dutiable. 


CHICAGO, Dec, 10.—Two women, one a 
beautiful brunette, slender, and tastefully 
dressed, paused for a moment at the corner of 
State and Van Buren strects Monday afternoon, 
as if uncertain whither to go. Their hesitation 
soon drew to them the eyes of the people on the 
street. The brunette’s companion was a majestic 
blonde. Both wore sealskin sacques. While they 
were still waiting on the corner, Detectives 
Elliott and Crowe chanced to pass directly 
in front of them, Elliott’s eyes met those of the 
dark-haired woman. Instantly she drew back, 
and before traces of her confusion had disap- 
peared the woman and her companion were on 
their way to the Central Station. Elliott says 
he recognized the woman he arrested as a 
New-York shoplifter, one of ‘*Marm” Man- 
delbaum’s gang. Under the folds of her mag- 
nificent seaiskin was found a shoplifter’s out- 
fit and a bolt of silk bearing the trade- 
mark of Mandel Brothers. She gave the 
name of Mrs. Martin. The same outfit was found 
on the person of the other woman, who gave the 
name of Mitchell, She had on her person a 
quantity of lace having the firm name of 
tharles Gossage stamped on the wrapper. Both 
women railed against their ill luck. They 
said they left New-York a week ago last 
Monday, when the ‘**Marm” fled. and had 
traveled by easy stages to this city. Their room 
was ina house near the corner of Paulina and 
Madison streets, and those in charge said the 
apartment was let out to the women last Friday. 
On Monday they made their first trip downtown. 
Very little is known of Mrs. Mitchell. She talks 
with a marked cockney accent, and the police 
think she is one of the swell London 
thieves, a large number of whom have 
recently arrived in this country. Mrs. Martin is 
said to be the wife of Ed Miller, the safe-blower, 
who is at present serving out a ten-year sen- 
tence at Sing Sing. It is said that she was one 
of the most faithful of Mother Mandelbaum’s 
agents, and shared her prosperity until the 
old “*fence’ was driver out of New-York. 
She declared that the ‘“*Marm’s” secrets 
were given away by the famous Mollie Hol- 
brook, whose husband, Jimmie Hoey, is now 
keeping a similar resort in New-York. The pris- 
oners refused to talk of their recent wander- 
ings in detail. At their request a lawyer con- 
ferred with them last night. They declared they 
would make a bitter fignt before going to the 
penitentiary. 





A DESPERADO MURDERED. 


TAKEN FROM JAIL ON A FORGED ORDER 
AND SHOT BY A MOB. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Dec. 10.—The savage 
end of one of the Kentucky mountaiu feuds 
came at Farmer’s Station, Rowan County, when 
a mob of armed men entered a railroad car in 
which John Martin was being conveyed to the 
county seat for examination on the charge of 
murder and riddled him with bullets. Martinand 
Floyd Taliaterro had been in a mélée on election 
day, in which a third man named Bradley was 
killed. Neither was arrested, but both talked 
about the crime, and each charged the other 
with the deed. Ten days ago they met at 
Morehead, the county seat, and entered 
the hotel barroom at the same moment. 
Taliaferro invited Martin to takea drink with 


him, but Martin drew a revolver and shot his 
enemy through the heart, killing him instantly. 
The murderer was arrested and conveyed to 
Winchester, some distance away, to avoid mob 
vengeance, as feeling was running very high. 
The examination was purposely delayed to give 
this a chance to die out. 

Yesterday afternoon the Town Marshal of 
Farmer’s Station and two brothers named Evans 
appeared at Winchester with an order signed by 
a Justice of the Peace of Farmer’sto take Martin 
back for trial. On this requisition he was de- 
livered to the conspirators, who, it seems, had 
forged the order. Martin’s wife accompanied 
him and was placed in the ladies’ car of the 
Chesepeake and Obio Railway train, the prisoner 
being in the smoking car. About midnight, 
when the train reached Farmers’ Station, two 
masked men entered the car and commanded the 
passengers to be quiet. They passed along, 
examining the seats in the dim_ light. 
Just before they reached Martin's seat he evi- 
dently recognized their mission, for he rose up 
in his seat and screamed ** My God.” At that 
moment the invaders began to fire, and he was 
riddled with bullets, seven terrible wounds be- 
ing discovered on his body. The mob outside 
gave a great discharge of weapons, and 
under cover of the alarm and_ excite- 
ment all succeeded in escaping, the 
passengers ‘being paralyzed with fear. 
Martin’s wife was brought in and supported him 
in her arms until the train reached Morehead, 
where Martin died this morning. It is openly 
charged that Sherif! Bowling was in collusion 
with the mob, and that the order under which 
the prisoner was removed from Winchester was 
forged. Bowling and his posse made no show of 
detense, and Martin, just before dying, claimed 
_ he received one shot at the hands of Bowl- 
ng. 

Great excitement prevails in Rowan County. 
A general outbreak between the friends of Tal- 
iaferro and Martin is feared. This makes the 
third tragedy that has been enacted in Rowan 
County in the last two weeks. Martin was a 
desperado who had killed two or three men. 
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WILDCAT STOCKS SELL CHEAP. 

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 10.—The securities 
forming the greater part of the assets of Ladner 
Brothers, the bankrupt bankers and brokers, 
who are accused of swindlinga great many of 
their depositors and customers, were sold to-day 
at public sale in the auction rooms of Thomas & 
Sons by William IF. Harrity, the Assignee. The 


catalogue embraced 114 lots of miscellaneous 
securities. Many of the stocks were of avery 
unsubstantial character, a large proportion 
bearing the fancy names of Western mining 
companies. The par value of the entire batch 
ot securities was something over $2,000,000. 
Their actual value was a little over $1,200. It 
was often difficult for the auctioneer to secure a 
bid of 50 cents for a block of stock representing 
@ par value of $10,0v0. 


PLEADING GUILTY TO MANSLAUGHTER. 

LANCASTER, Penn., Dec. 10.—In the Quar- 
ter Sessions Court this morning Lewis Par er 
and Charles Thomas, colored, charged with the 
murder of John Dixon, of Salisbury township, 
were called for trial. The prisoners were with 
William Wilson on the road home from a dance, 
when Dixon and Wilson engaged in a guarrel. 
The accused men did not interfere to prevent 
Wilson from killing Dixon, and they were in- 
dicted with Wilson for his murder. Wilson was 
tried at the last term of the court and convicted 
of voluntary manslaughter. Before a jury was 
impaneled this morning counsel tor the accused 
men withdrew their plea of not guilty and en- 
tered a plea of guilty of voluntary manslaugh- 
ter. Sentence was deferred until Saturday.

BANKING HOUSE FAILURES 


SYRACUSE EXCITED OVER AN AS- 
SIGNMENT. 

THE HOUSE OF WILKINSON & CO. CLOSES ITS 
DOORS OWING NEARLY HALF A MILLION 
—THE ASSETS VERY MEAGRE, 

Syracusz, Dec. 10.—Great excitement 
was caused in this city this morning by the an- 
nouncement that Wilkinson & Co., the well- 
known bankers, had made an assignment. No 
suspicion had been entertained, even in banking 
circles, that such an act was contemplated, and 
the suspension was therefore entirely unexpect- 
ed. At9o’clock this morning the assignment of 
the firm’s property to Charles E. Hubbell was 
filed in the County Clerk’s oftice. The prefer- 
ences aggregate $98,624 48, other than sums due 
the employes, who are first secured for the 
amounts due them in full. The total of pre- 
ferred claims is made up of the foliowing:

The amount on deposit in the bank belonging 
to the city is fully covered by the preference, as 
is also the amount due the county of Onondaga. 
The preferences cover all amounts due charita- 
bie institutions and trust funds of every nature. 
The liabilities of the firm willaggregate from 
$450,000 to $500,000. This includes $345,090 which 
is due to depositors. of which amount $277,000 138 
individual deposits. The assets consist mainly of 
discounted paper, which amounts to $74,023 30, 


of which $20,000 is considered worthless. It is 
probable that the total assets will not aggregate 
over $150,000. 

Large deposits were made at the bank yester- 
day by several firms in the city who have been 
the bank’s depositors and who did not realize 
that the bank was so soon to suspend. The 
money which was received from these firms was 
taken by the Cashier, but this morning, just 
prior to the filing of the assignment papers, was 
returned to the depositors. The bank up to the 

resent year was considered strong, and was 

nown in business circles as a well-managed in- 
stitution, and it was not until the past two or 
three months that anything like a serious busi- 
ness reverse came to it. It was understood that 
the bank was being conducted on a capital of 
from $200,000 to $300,000, and up to three months 
ago its credit with the larger banking institu- 
tions in New-York City was excelient. This 
credit, however, bas not continued up to the 
present time, as reports of financial embarrass- 
ment were made about 60 days ago,and being 
verified by the New-York banks, large credit in 
that city was withheld from it. The Metropolitan 
Bank was their New-York correspondent up to 
the time of that bank’s failure. Then the Chem- 
ical Bank and E. K. Willard, of New-York, be- 
came correspondents, and have so remained up 
to this time. 

The firm consisted of Alfred Wilkinson and 
his brother, J. Forman Wilkinson. They owned 
the Globe Hotel block until recently, and both 
lived in handsome residences on James-street. 
Mr. Aifred Wilkinson isa member of the Lotos 
Club, of New-York, and for the past 10 years has 
been quite well knewn in political circles. He 
figured prominently in Democratic State poli- 
tics, and when Gov. Tilden visited Syracuse dur- 
ing the holding of the convention which nomi- 
nated him for Governor he was Mr. Wilkinson's 
guest. The embarrassment of the Wilkinsons 
dates back about a year and a half, when bad 
stock investments began to trouble them. This 
source of weakness has continued, and was in- 
tensified by the depression of the iron trade and 
the failure, some weeks ago, of the iron mills at 
Geddes. ‘The losses in stocks are said to have 
been upward of $60,000, and the Hability on ac- 
count of the iron mills is stated at $58,000. 

The house was founded 26 years ago last June, 
and the firm did business in the corner of tho 
Globe Hotel block, on thé precise spot on Which 
stood the house in which the members of the 
firm were born. 

Yesterday the Globe Hotel property and the 
residences of the Wilkinson brothers on James- 
street were deeded to John Wilkinson, of Chi- 
eago. Alfred Wilkinson was the first Internal 
Revenue Collector of this city. He was ap- 

ointed by President Lincoln in 1861 and served 

n that capacity for four or five years, conduct- 

ing the business connected with his  oftice 
in a way satisfactory to the _ public 
and the department at Washington. The 
active management of the business has for the 
past two years devolved upon J. Forman Wil- 
kinson. is brother Alfred bas been in ill- 
health and practically retired. The latter tor 
several years held a seat in the Stock Exchange 
at New-York. He has resided in that city much 
of the time in recent years. The Wilkinsons 
have been largely interested in business projects. 
Forman Wilkinson 1s a leading stockholder in, 
and President of, the Syracuse City Water Works 
Company. Alfred is a Trustee of the State Idiot 
Asylum. They are between 50 and 55 years of 
age. The Wilkinsons inherited a large property 
from their father. 

The senior Joon Wilkinson was a very suc- 
cessful business man, fora long time President 
of the Syracuse and Utica Railroad, and the first 
Postmaster at Syracuse. He was one of the 
ablest lawyers in Central New-York. Both Al- 
fred and Forman began life as laborers on the 
Syracuse and Utica Railroad. Alfred’s wife isa 
daughter of the late Rev. Samuel J. May.

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THE WRECK IN SCHENECTADY, 
LITTLE CHANCE FOR THE CREDITORS OF

ScHENEVtUs, N. Y., Dec. 10.—The ex- 
citement over the failure of Peter H. Mitchell & 
Co. is still great. Further facts developed to-day 
are that the management of the bank was in- 
trusted to Timothy Parsons, one of the firm, and 
his son Addison, aged 20. The senior Parsons is 
of a speculative mind, and it is said he has dis- 
counted numerous notes of irresponsible per- 
sons toalarge amount, the bank now holding 
the paper. He was oneof several Schoharie cap- 
italists who purchased large quantities of hops 
at $l per pound, and after holding them fora 
long time sold at 12 cents. Young Mitchell vis- 
ited the Schenevus bank occasionally, but his 
active occupation was as Cashier of the Middle- 
burg.bank. He purchased one of the farms of his 
futher, and owned a one-third interest in a large 
and successtul grist mill at Schenevus, owned by 
the firm of Guy Follett & Co., and valued at 
$12,000. The bank has suffered its heaviest losses 
within a year. In December, 1483, occurred the 
Azro Chase and D. M. & KE. G. Halbert failures, 
The bank suffered a loss of $20,000 by discount- 
ing notes for $10,000 made by Chase and indorsed 
by the Halberts, and a note for $3,000 similarly 
indorsed. A note of $7,000, made | the same 

arties, was rediscounted by the Middleburg 

ank,and finally came back to them to pay. 

Chase also had made a note of $500, which they 
held for an indebtedness of the Valley News 
Company. The bank was also a small loser by 
the Crippen failure of six years ago. 

The late transactions with David Vanderveer 
and James E. Tyler, which occasioned a loss of 
$19,000, and probably compelled the bank to sus- 
pend, area note for $10,000 rediscounted by the 
First National Bank of Cobbleskill; another 
tor $3,000 rediscounted by the Albany County 
Bank; a third for $3,000, rediscounted by the 
First National Bank of Middleburg, and one for 
$3,000 rediscounted, it is said, by Westover, Fos- 
ter & Becker, of HRichmondville. During a 
period of four years the bank lost over $2,000 in 
spurious notes which they discounted for New- 
York parties. No estimate has yet been pro- 
cured of their total indebtedness. It is be- 
lieved that James E. Tyler assigned to 
the bank 280 bales of hops he had on 
hand, worth about $7,000. The institution held 
deposits of about $57,000, the principal of which 
were Ellis L. Bennett, farmer, $7,000; D. Cham- 
berlain, hotel proprietor, $3,500; Samuel Dunham, 
farmer, $1,:00: Mrs. J. Bull, widow, $2,000; T. D.

DOUBLE MURDER IN GEORGIA, 


FRENZIED BY DRINK A MAN SHOOTS HIS 
WIFE AND HER SISTER. 
GAINESVILLE, Ga., Dec. 10.—No murder 


occurring within the last 10 years has caused s0 
much excitement among the people ot Georgia 
as that of Mrs. Ella Beck and her sister, Miss Ad- 
die, the husband and brother-in-law being the 
criminal. Nearly two years ago Miss Ella Batley 
was one of the most popular belles of Forsyth 
County, where her father was a physician of ex- 
tensive practice and excellent reputation. 
Among the many admirers of Miss Ella was Mr. 
Eugene W. Beck,a gentleman of good family 
and having bright prospects for the future. 
After a few weeks’ courtship they were married, 
the wedding being one of the most brilliant in 
the county. The young couple removed to Clay- 
ton, in Rabun County, which was to be their 
futurehome. The bride never returned ona visit 
to her parents, but from her letters she seemed 
to be happy, and no indication was given that the 
young husband was otherwise that what his 
friends believed him to be. ; 

During the past Summer the younger sister, 
Miss Addie, who had grown to bea beautiful 
woman, met and pledged her hand to Mr. J. A. 
Swafford, and the marriage was fixed for Sun- 
day, Nov. 2. In answer to a letter apprising Mrs. 
Beck of the approaching event Miss Addie re- 
ceived an urgent invitation to spend the last 
week of her girlhood with her, and to bring with 
her her wedding robes in order that the married 
sister might view them. Accordingly on Mon- 
day, the 27th of October, Miss Addie Bailey, after 
a fond farewell to her betrothed, started on her 
journey over the Blue Ridge spurs to reach her 
sister, where she was received with open arms. 
A terrible revelation awaited her, however. The 
wife of but two years was a woman bdéwed with 
grief, and the cause was readily seen inthe 
‘bloated face of Eugene, whose passion for drink 
had become overwhelming. He was even then 
in the midst of one of his protracted sprees, and 
was verging on delirium tremens. 

On Tuesday, Wednesday, and Thursday the 
sisters remained in close communion with each 
other, Mrs. Beck warning the bride of the snares 
which lurked behind the nuptial altar, and the 
young girl trying to console her married sister 
with some promise of the future. On Thursday 
Beck was so unmanageable that it became neces- 
sary to confine him in his room, where, after a 
while, he fell intoa drunken stupor. As night 
closed around the scene the women felt the 
darkness more in keeping with their thoughts, 
and spoke to each other with hushed voices, — 
ing not to disturb the drunken sleeper. Suddenly 
a wild shriek was heard.and Beck, frenzied 
with delirium burst into the room where the 
women were, exclaiming: ** There it is, I see it 
now,” fired wildly at his wife with his six-cham- 
bered revolver, emptying five barrels into her 
body, each wound being mortal. Grasping Miss 
Addie by the shoulder the maniac threw her on 
the floor, and placing one knee on her breast, 
blazed away, muttering incoherently about 
snakes. Rushing tothe door, where the pistol 
shots had already attracted a crowd, he handed 
up his revolver to one of them with the remark: 
“T have finished it. ‘These snakes will never get 
after me agaia.” 

The murderer, still in delirium, was brought 
here for safe keeping. The two dead women 
were laid out for burial. The scene. when Dr. 
Bailey, doubly bereft, entered the room, and saw 
the dead bodies of his daughters surpasses de- 
scription. Miss Addie was laid out in her bridal 
robes, and seemed to be asleep. The long funer- 
al procession across the country was one of 
weird incident. On Sunday morning, Nov. 2, at 
the hour when as a bride Mias Addie was to have 
been married, she was la'd to rest beside her un- 
fortunate sister in the little cemetery at Cum- 
min. The high standin;; of all the parties, the 
interesting details, and the circumstances of the 
crime, all conspire to make it sensational, and it 
is being used in the temperance agitation which 
~ — spreading over the State, with much 
effect.

ANOTHER BODY CREMATED. 

LANCASTER, Penn., Dec. 10.—The third 
cremation in the Lancaster Crematory took place 
this afternoon, the body of Washington E. 
Schmid, who died at the residence of {his father, 
Peter Schmid, of No. 226 Clinton-avenue, Brook- 
lyn, N. Y., being incinerated. Schmid died on 
Nov. 2 of consumption, and before his death he 
expressed a desire to be cremated. His father 
made application to the Lemoyne Crematory, at 
Washington, Penn., which had been closed to 
the public outside of Washington County, and 
he was referred to the managers of the crema- 
tory here, with whom arrangements were per- 
fected. Schmid had been ill fora year, and his 
body, which was much emaciated, was placed in 
Greenwood Cemetery, until to-day when the 
burial service of the Swedenborgian Church was 
held over it at his father’s residence in Brooklyn, 
and it was brought to this city by Peter Schmid, 
arriving at 1:35 P. M. The body was at once taken 
to the crematory and placed in the reception 
room. At 5 o’clock, the retort having reached 
the necessary degree of heat, the body was 
placed in it, and in about an hour and a half it 
was reduced to ashes. These will be removed 
from the retort to-morrow. Schmid was 25 
years old, and was a native of Switzerland.

A WIDOW’S SPECULATION 


SHE GOES INTO A BLIND POOL IN 


COTTON. 

AND SHE HAS HARD WORK IN GETTING 
OUT AGAIN—A STORY AFFECTING A 
COTTON BROKERS’ FIRM. 

An investigation by the Supervisory 
Committee of the Cotton Exchange, which was 
closed late yesterday afternoon, brought out 
some interesting disclosures concerning the bus- 
iness methods of a well-known firm of cotton: 
brokers—the Ewen Brothers, of Nos. 31 and 3° 
Broad-street. Charges of unbusiness-like con- 
duct were preferred against this firm by three 
members of the Exchange a short time ago, an’ 
one case was specified which involved the nam, 
of Mrs. Laura Hough. a widow, who keeps » 
fashionable boarding house at No. %45 Wes: 
Fourteenth-street. 

It was alleged that the Ewen Brothers were the 
controlling spirits in a blind cotton pool early ir 
the present year. After the transactions for 
which the pool was organized had been closer 
and the pool wasinastate of liquidation, Mrs. 
Hough, it is asserted, was asked to put in $6,00 
and take the interest of the member of the poor 
who desired to withdraw before the profits were 
divided. It was explained that this man whe 
wanted to draw out had become involved ir 
the Grant & Ward failure and was obliged 
to raise some cash immediately. The di- 
vision of the profits of the pool was td 
occur in September, and Mrs. Hough 
was guaranteed $800 profit for the use of her 
$6,000 until that time. The lady declined to pufs 
in $6,000, but consented to advance $3,000 on con- 
sideration that the guarantee of $800 protit 
should stand good. In the first week of October, 
so the story goes, Mrs. Hough received a letter 
trom Ewen brothers saying that $1,500 or $2,000 
additivnal was needed to protect her interest in- 
the pool. She would not pay anything extra, 
and about this time consulted with some of her 
boarders, who advised her to demand a state-~ 
ment of her account and her interest in the pool. 
She followed this advice, and, as is alleged, the 
statement was refused by the firm. 

Suit was brought by Mrs. Hough in the Su- 
preme Court before Judge Barrett, about four 
weeks ago, against the Ewen Brothers to com-. 
pel an accounting on their part. They demurred 
against producing their books in court, and » 
few days afterward sent for Mrs. Hough and set~. 
tled with her by giving her a check for $2,800and 

in currency. This was $300 less than what’ 
Mrs. Hough claimed to be due here but it is un~ 
derstood that so far as she was personally con- 
cerned she was satisfied. This transaction, how 
ever, gave rise to some talk among members of, 
the Cotton Exchange, which culminated in tne’ 
preferring of formal charges against the 
firm. The case was tried yea by the 
Supervisory Committee, Mr. F. E. Coddington 
appearing as counsel for the complainants and 
William L. Flagg appearing for the firm of 
Ewen Brothers. Arguments were made by the 
lawyers pro and con, and the committee re-' 
served their decision. The fact that the investi- 
gation was in progress yesterday was not gen-. 
erally known in the Exchange. The firm of 
Ewen Brothers is one of the most active in the: 
“xchange. It is composed of John M. and War-. 
ren Ewen, both young men, who live in Flush- 
ing, Long Island, in very good style. Warren, 
Ewen is the board member of the Exchange. 

The members of the firm at first declined to 
make anv statement for publication when ap~ 

lied to last evening. After some consultation, 

owever, their counsel, Mr. Flagg, dictated the 
following as the firm’s version of the affair: 
“Mrs. Hough was a customer of the Ewen 
Brothers for some time before this trouble, shew 
having on May 27 last deposited with the tirm a 
margin for speculation. On July 3she came to 
the office for the purpose of making a further 
deposit of $8,000 on her account. She 
asked the Ewens to carry out an arrange-: 
ment she had made with her friend Mr. 
Hinkley, who was also a customer of 
the firm whereby Hinkley had agreed that if she 
would allow her $3,000 to take the place of $3,000 
to be withdrawn from a pool he had in the office, 
he would guarantee her $800 profits, she not to 
have any risk of a decline on contracts in the 
pool. Mrs. Hough asked the Ewens if they 
would take Mr. Hinkley’s guarantee of $3,800, 
which was to come to her out_of this pool, the 
same as $3, cash margin in her personal ac- 
count, Hinkley agreeing that that amount of 
cash could be taken out of the pool for her when 
it was closed in September. The Ewens accepted 
Hinkley’s guarantee and credited Mrs. Hough 
with $3,800 on that day, and against it bought 
cotton for her personal account. 

**When the pool was closed in September 
$3,800 was transferred from Hinkiey’s account 
to Mrs. Hough’saccount. Meanwhile the cotton 
market declined so as to showa considerable 
loss in Mrs. Hough’s account, and as the Ewens 
believed there would soon be arise in the mar- 
ket they thought it advisable for Mrs. Hough 
to make other purchases in order to recoup her 
losses the quicker. They consequently wrote 
her a letter on Oct. 4asking herto put in addi- 
tional margins. This she could not dao, and so 
the account ran on with the contracts then in it. 
Nothing more was hezrd about the account 
until Oct. 20, when George 8. Terry, a boarder at 
Mrs. Hough's house, called on the Ewens 
and demanded a stutement of the Hink- 
ley pool account. <As he came with no 
formal authority from Mrs. Hough the Ewens 
refused to give him any statement. He called 
again on the 23d and said that Mrs. Hough would 
consider what he had said on the 20th asan order 
to close her account. Thereupon his attention 
was called to a letter written by Mrs. Hough on 
that day treating the account as still an open ac- 
count. The Ewen Brotbers asked Mr. Terry for 
some written authority from the lady, and de« 
manded that he showthem whether she had 
ordered the account closed, promising if she did 
order it closed they would give her a state- 
ment immediately. The next day a suit 
in the Supreme Court was begun and Mrs. 
Hough’s attorney got an order requiring the 
examination of the Ewen Brothersin court on 
the plea that she could not make up her com- 
plaint without it. Owing to the annoyance of 
this action the Ewens settled with Mrs. Hough, 

iving ber a check forexactly the amount that 
ner account showed to be due herand she ac-, 
knowledged this as acceptable. As this settle-, 
ment was made upon the distinct understanding. 
that no favors were required in the present pro- 
ceeding before the Cotton Exchange, the Ewen 
Brothers nave pressed for a vindication there, 
and the integrity of the whole transaction bas 
been shown before the committee and the Ewen 
Brothers have no doubt of an honorable dis- 
charge.” 

Mrs. Hough is a middle-aged widow of excel- 
lent reputation, and her boarding house is one 
of the largest, handsomest, and most exclusive 
in West Fourteenth-street. The Mr. Hinkley 
spoken of in Mr. Flagg’s statement was formerly 
one of Mrs. Hough's boarders, and Mr, George 8. 
Terry still resides in her house. 

It is intimated in the Cotton Exchange that 
this inquiry will lead to the disciosure of other 
speculative transactions in which Ewen Brotherg 
have been interested. That firm nas been sup- 
posed to have a large number of speculative cus- 
tomers in the interior of this State, and some in 
the village of Flushing. 
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VICTIMS OF GAS AND FLAME. 

PorrsvILLE, Penn., Dec. 10.—The ruins 
of the fire at Trenton continue to attract large 
crowds of people, who come from the surround- 
ing towns and discuss the terrible fate of the 
Barlow family. The father of James Fitzgerald, 
one of the victims, took charge of his son’s body 
and broughtit to this place forinterment to- 
morrow. The body of Mrs. Barlow and what 
could pe gathered up of her 14-year old 
daughter were placed in one coffin, and that 
of Frank Barlow and his two sons were 
placed in another, each of which were 
taxen to friends at Shenindoah for burial to- 
morrow. George, the little fellow whose life 
was saved by being thrown out of the window 
by his father, has recovered from the shock, but 
at times weeps bitterly for his father and mother, 
and repeatedly calls for his little brothers.

A CRAZY ALDERMAN'S SUICIDE. 

LANCASTER, Penn., Dec. 10.—Joseph Sam- 
son, one of the most prominent citizens of this 
place, committed suicide, between Sand 9 o'clock 
this morning, by shooting himself twice. inflict- 
ing wounds which resulted fatally a few hour 
later. Samson, who was a large manufacturer 
of brushes, was a prominent politician, and at 
the time of his death was an Alderman of th¢ 
Sixth Ward. He served several terms as a Prisor 
Inspector, was 1 member of the Board of Schoc 
Directors for many years, and was a prominen: 
member of the Methodist Church, holding the 
oftice of Trustee for 80 years. For some time 
past he has been embarrassed financially, and 
made an assignment a few days ago. His busi- 
ness troubles undoubtedly overthrew his reason, 
and in a fit of insanity he killed himself.

OUTSPOKEN LOCAL OPPOSITION 
TO THE TREATY. 

WHAT SOME CIGAR MANUPACTURERS SAY 
WOULD BE THE EFFECTS OF ITS RATI- 
FICATION. 

fhe proposed commercial treaty with 
&pain continues to absorb the attention of busi- 
ness men inthiscity. Mr. Cespedes, son of Eman- 
ue) Cespedes, late President of the Cuban He- 
public, a prominent manufacturer of Havana 
tobacco cigars here, said yesterday that he had 
received letters from his correspondents in Key 
West stating that if the treaty passed that place 
would be doomed. The population of that city 
is about 13,000, nearly all of whom made their 
living by the cigar and tobacco business. In fact 
it was the tobacco manufactories that had built 
apthecity. In theeventof the passage of the 
treaty these would not be able to compete with 
the manufactories in Havana, who would reap 
all the profits. 

Mr. Cespedes believed that the treaty was a 
clever attempt on the part of Spain to fasten 
its hold more firmly than ever upon Cuba. The 
great majority of workmen engaged in the 
manufacture of Havana cigarsin this country 
were Cubans, all, or nearly all, of whom were 
now citizens of the United States. They would 
aeyer return to Cuba as long as it remained 
ander Spanish rule. ‘the Spanish Government 
znew very well that these workmen contributed 
tonsiderable money tor the purpose of carrying 
on the agitation to secure the independence of 
their native isle, and it thought by crushing 
che cigar manufactories in the United States 
t would reduce these workmen to abject pov- 
erty, as they had no other trade. There was 
30 doubt whatever that if the treaty should 
be carried into effect it would ruin the manu- 
facture of clear Havana and seed Havana cigars 
in this country. There were a few Spaniards. 
who were large manufacturers of cigars here, 
they undoubted!y were in favor of the 
treaty, for a Spaniard was a Spaniard always, 
and never changed his alieziance, and these gen- 
tiemen would simply move their factories to 
Havana, where they wou'd consequently heip to 
break up the business in this country. 

Walter FE. Barnett, another large cigar manu- 
racturer, and Secretary of the Cuban Tobacco 
Cigar Manufacturers’ Association, said that there 
were over 50,0UC Cubans throughout the United 
States who earned their living by making cigars. 
They were ail or nearly ail refugees from Cuba, 
had become naturalized here, and did not in- 
tend to return to their native country—in tact, 
they did not dare to. The passage of the treaty 
wrould, Mr. Barnett believed, throw all these men 
out of employment, and cause great suffering 
among them, as the manufacturers here would 
pe unable to compete with those in Havana, 
who would then have ali the field to themselves, 
as in Cuba the system of African slave labor had 
not been abolished, and that was also supple- 
mented by Chinese coolie labor. Those classes 
of workmen were paid very iow rates of wages, 
and the manufacturers would thus be enabied to 
undersell American manufacturers in our mar- 
kets. Throughout the entire United States there 
were 48u,000 pegple engaged in the tobacco busi- 
ness, and thes@ with those that were depe: dent 
upon them made a total of some 2,400,000 souls, 

‘hen the treaty, Mr. Barnett added, did not‘ 
show that Spain proposed to remove the ex- 
port duty which it imposed upon tobacco 
leaf shipped tor the United States at the rate of 
63.864 in Spanish gold. A manufacturer re- 
marked that the son of Secretary Frelinghuysen 
had been sent to Cuba at the time the treaty was 
being negotiated. Ali or nearly all the planters 
and principal merchants there were Spaniards, 
and these dons got hold of the young man, dined 
and wined him, and showed him ali possible at- 
tention, and thus induced him to report in its 
favor. 

It was rumored yesterday that the Cigar- 
makers’ Assembly of the Knights of Labor had 
sent out an alarm over the country, and the 
Senators would soon receive protests against the 
treaty from all the trades and ‘abor organiza- 
tions in their respective States. 

Mr. Edward Simmons, President of the 
Stock Exchange, went to Havana a little more 
thana year ago for the benefit of his heaith, 
While there he observed that the condition of 
the people, financially, was yery bad, Such 
property as was productive was being eaten up 
by excessive taxation. A gentleman in Havana 
informed Mr. Simmons that a very considerable 
amount of money had been loaned on planta- 
tion property by New-York and Boston capital- 
ists, The advances were made some years ago, 
when a better state of affairs existed on the isl- 
and. The planters gave mortgages bearing an 
enormous rate of interest.and Mr. Simmons’s 
informant thought it doubtful if any of the 
American mortgagerolders were receiving any 
interest payments at present. 

The reason why these mortgages were not fore- 
closed was because the New-York and Soston 
capitalists were afraid that if they became the 
actual owners of the Cuban plantations the 
Government or local authorities would impose 
additional taxes upon them, or in some way 
wrest the property from them. 

*\fen in New-York or Boston would probably 
not want to lend any money on Cuban planta- 
tions now,”’’ said Mr. Siminons. ‘** The people in 
Cuba seemed to me to be absolutely poverty 
stricken. I don’tsee how they manage to live, 
Unitess the planters on that island can obtain an 
advantageous market for their sugar, such as 
they would obtain under the proposed treaty, I 
understand that they will not be able to raise 
another crop of cane. Unless they sell what 
they have already raised at a fair profit, they 
won't have any money with which to go on.” 

Mr. Simmons said that one of the passengers 
on the steamer which conveyed him to Havana 
was a boston gentleman who had advanced 
money on Cuban plantations, and who was going 
there to see what could be Gone in the way of 
‘protecting his interests 

The special committee appointed by the Mari- 
time Exchange a few days ago to consider the 
Spanish treaty organized yesterday by choosing 
Albert H. Brown Chairman. After discussing 
some of the points of the proposed treaty the 
committee resolved to wait until they could pro- 
cure a copy of the official document before tak- 
ing auy definite action.

THE New-York Times rendered the 
conntry a very great service by its publication 
yesterday of the full text of the Spanish treaty, 
which was cabled at a heavy expense from Mad- 
rid. This early publication of the treaty gives 
time for its proper digestion by the people before 
the question of its ratification eomes before the 
Senate. Ror the life of us we cannotsee wherein 
the United States would reap any advantage 
from its indorsement by the Senate, at least in 
its present form. From present appearances the 
Senate will approach the subject cautiously and 
deliberate earnestly betore acting upon it. 

THE DUTY OF THE SENATE. 
From the New-Haven (Conn.) Palladium. 

THe New-York Times displayed com- 
mendable enterprise yesterday in publishing the 
full text of the Spanish-American treaty relat- 
ing to trade between the United States and the 
islands of Cuba and Porto Rico. That it will 
meet strong opposition from the representatives 
of at least two large interests in this country is 
certain. The sugar men, both planters and re- 
finers,are vehement in their opposition.deciaring 
that its ratification would result in the ruin of 
their interests without vr compensating ad- 
vantage to the people of this country. The to- 
bacco trade is equally strong in its opposition, 
the eigar manufacturers being especially dis- 
turbed at the prospect of ratification. It is plain 
that our Senators have a serious duty to per- 
form in acting upon the treaty, a duty that de- 
mands their most earnest and careful considera- 
tion. 

ADVANTAGES OF THE PUBLICATION. 
From the Utica Press. 

The earnest scrutiny of the commercial 
people in this country has been suddenly chal- 
lenged to the treaty that Minister Foster has 
negotiated with the Spanish Government. It is 
to be laid before the United States Senate in a 
few days, where, if precedent is followed, it will 
be considered in secret session, and the text of it 
only given to the public after the Senate has 
passed upon its several provisions. But mani- 
testly a treaty which it is proposed to ratify 
with the power that includes Cuba in its posses- 
sions, an island with which this country has in- 
timate relations, should be considered as well by 
those commercially interested. A synopsis or 
description of a treaty is not the treaty itself. 
THE NEw-YORK TIiMEs of yesterday, therefore, 
did the country a very great service in procur- 
ing from Madrid, by telegraph, the full text of 
the document. 

ITS ‘‘ PREMATURE” PUBLICATION. 

From the Utica Herald. 
The text of the Spanish treaty is pub- 
lished prematurely—that is to say, in advance of 
its presentation to the Senate and consideration 
by that body. This isaterrible damage to the 
Senatorial dignity, but a decided advantage to 
the American people. No possible good could 
accrue from the secret consideration of such a 
purely commercial instrument, the details of 
which affect the business interests of large bodies 
of American citizens. Very great advantage 
must follow from publicity, and the close anal- 
ysis of its details made by men who can trace 
their effects, as the Senators—wise men though 
they be—cannot. The publication of the treaty 
affords a fine opportunity to make a break in 
the custom of executive sessions, which some 
wide awake member of the Senate ought to 
make the most of. The Senator who will move 
forthe open discussion of the treaty, and for 
the abandonment of executive sessions in the 
future, will make himself very popular with 
the masses of the American people. 
A POSITIVE PUBLIC BENEFIT. 
From the Syracuse Herald. 

The full text of the treaty between 
Spain and the United States, negotiated by Min- 
ister Foster and brought to Washington for 
submission to the Senate, was printed in yester- 
day’s NEW-YORK T.iMEs, which, with an cnter- 
prise rarely if ever equaled, had the whole doc- 
ument telegraphed by cable from Madrid for the 
benefit of its readers. The merchants, manu- 
facturers, and planters of the United States owe 
TRE TIMES a great debt of gratitude, since but 
for this stroke of shrewd journalism the con- 
tents of the treaty might not have leaked out 
till the Senate had returned its irreparable ver- 
diet and the final ratification been made. It 
would then have been too late for our home in- 
terests to bring any pressure to bear upon the 
Senate, though some of those interests may be 
seriously affected. It is by such exploits as this 
that the wide-awake newspaper of the day 
proves its right to be ranked among the most 
potent agencies of commerce as well as of gen- 
eral civilization. 

RECIPROCITY IN FACT. 
From the Philadelphia North American. 

We republish this morning from Tne 
New-Yor«k Times of yesterday the tariff sched- 
ule of the proposed Spanish treaty so far as it 
relates to trade between this country and Cuba. 
It will be found worth examining. Whether or 
not the treaty would,on the whole. be advan- 
tageous to the United States is a question upon 
which we are not prepared to deliver judgment. 
The subject is as difficultas it is important. It 
has no doubt been carefully considered by Minis- 
ter Foster and the authorities at Washington, 
and to condemn, as some have done, the scheme 
which has been prepared while as yet it is im- 
perfectly understood seems to us to savor of 
presumption. It is only after a full and dispas- 
sionate discussion of the issues involved that an 
intelligent opinion can be reached. One thing, 
however, is certain; we cannot expect conces- 
sions from others without being prepared to 
make them ourselves. Keciprocity means give 
and take, and that apparently is why it does not 
suit some people. They want everything their 
own way. 


THE LATEST OF THE SERIES,

The latest of those large and creditable 
strokes of enterprize for which THE NEw-YorK 
Times has won renown is the cabling from 
Madrid of the entire Spanish text of the Foster- 
Albacete treaty of commercial reciprocity, its

THE PLENARY COUNCIL'S WORK.* 
poten Gare 
A NEW MODE OF ELECTING BISHOPS AND 
OTHER IMPORTANT CHANGES. 
CLEVELAND, Ohio, Dec. 10.—The Press 
this afternoon publishes the following convern- 


ing the third Plenary Council lately held at Balti- 
more: 


* At the recent meeting of Archbishops of 
Americain Rome a suxgestion with reference 
to the election of Bishops was made, and 1t was 
acted upon at Baltimore. Heretofore, at the 
demise of a Bishop, the vacancy has been filled in 
this manner: The Bishops of the Province would 
meet and select three names for the vacant 
Bishopric ang forward them to Rome with in- 
dorsements to each of dignissimus (mest worthy.) 
dignior (more worthy.) or dignus (worthy,) 
and in most cases the candidate recommended as 
dignissimus would be chosen. The Propaganda 
authorities supervise these episcopal appoint- 
mentsandthe disciplinary government of the 
church, but the final approval comes from the 
Holy Father himself. A decree was adopted at 
the late. Plenary Council that hereafter a 
new mode of electing Bishops will be 
followed. Heretofore the isishop of a 
diocese has had the full power to _ re- 
move a priest from a parish, and the priest had 
no voice whatever in selecting a candidate fora 
Bishopric. Hereafter each Bishop will appoint 
a court of consultors, comprised of six priests of 
his diocese. This court of priests will be irre- 
movable. They will have power to oF cuses 
with the Bishop,and each member will hold 
this very important office for life. Re- 
sides this 10 per cent. of the priests of the 
diocese, designated by the Bishop, will be made 
Rectors and their pastorate shall be irremovable. 
After being selected the Bishop will be power- 
less to remove them except for cause after trial. 
In the selection of consultors the Bishop may 
choose from among the Rectors or may appoint 
other — but whoever are appointed remain 
as such for life.” 

The new mode ot electing a Bishop will be as 
follows: On the demise of that dignitary the 
Rectors and consultors of the diocese will meet 
and send three names to Kome. Then if the 
Bishops of the province object to one or more 
of the names on the priests’ list, the Bishops 
can forward objections, or, if they choose, they 
cau make up an entirely different list and send 
it to Rome. Rome then passes on the whole 
matter. But few cases could arise in which the 
Bishops of a province would be likely to inter- 
fere with the will of the priests of the diocese in 
the appointment of their own Bishop. This 
oe attaches a great deal of importance to 
the position of Rectoror consultor. The Bishops 
are said to have concluded tbat in each 
province they will throw their united 
support in favor of one of the Catholic 
papers of the province. It is also said that 
the Bishops of the United States desire to see 
two Catholic dailies established, one at New- 
York and the other at Chicago. The reason, 
perhaps, why the above has not appeared in the 
Catholic organs is because of the delicacy of giv- 
ing news of the Council before its work is au- 
thoritatively made public. None the less, the 
information is derived from authentic sources,

TROUBLES OF BUSINESS MEN. 

Batavia, N. Y., Veo. 10.—Clifford L. 
Benham, a farmer in Byron, this county, made 
a general assignment of his property yesterday 
to Pliny B. Fisk. He owned a farm of 188 acres 
in a rich agricultural district, but failed to 
succeed, and his debts accumulated so rapidly 
that he was unableto take careof them. The 
amount of preferred indebtedness is about 
$12,000, but his liabilities exceed $20,000. His 
available assets will be less than $10,000, his real 
estate and personal property baving been heavily 
mortgaged. 

MONTREAL, Dec. 10.—Considerable sur- 
prise was incited this morning by the suspension 
of the large wholesale grocery firm of ‘Tiflin 
Brothers. The firm is one of the oldestin the 
Dominion, and wus established over half a cen- 
tury ago by the late Messrs. Joseph and Thomas 
Tiffin. Upon the death of Joseph Tiffin the busi- 
pess was taken by bis sons, Joseph and Henry, 
the latter retiring eight years ago to take a 
leading interest in a syrup company. ‘Lhe firm 
of Tiltin Brothers, as conducted by the original 
partners, was considered one of the weaitmest in 
the Dominion, being highly rated and enjoying 
the best of credit, Mr. Walter Drake, who has 
been appointed ‘lrustee, stated to-day that the 
unsecured liabilities are likely to exceed $100,- 
000, while the secured liabilities will probably 
amount to about half thatsum. The assets will 
probably proveto be in the neighborhood of 
$60,000. Another estimate places the total liabil- 
ities in the neighborhood of $800,000. The fail- 
ure is said to have been caused by shrinkage in 
values, and it is also stated that unprofitable 
speculation in Chicago has in a measure brought 
itabout. The Bank of British North America is 
chietiy interested. The Tiffin family has been 
for many years one of the most prominent in 
the city, both commercially and socially. 

Boston, Mass., Dec. 10.—J. E. Tolles & 
Co., clothing dealers, Nashua, N. H., offer their 
creditors 40 cents on the dollar, and this will 
probably be accepted. 

W.& F. H. Whittemore, oil dealers, at No. 34 
Broad-street, Boston, Mass., have faiuied. The 
jiabilities are reported as about $150,000, with 
nominal assets of $25,000 to $30,000. I. H. Whit- 
temore, who alone constitutes the firm, has been 
ill of late, and this is thought to have had some- 
thing to do with the failure. A large portion of 
the indebtedness is for borrowed money. 

Joseph M. Wales & Co., dealers in iron and 
steel, No. 4 Post Oftice-square, this city, have 
gone into insolvency. 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., Deo. 10.—F. M. & 
C. A. Schott, cigar and tobacco dealers, failed to- 
day. Thomas C, Lattimere was appointed As- 
signee. The amount of liabilities or assets is 
not known. Creditors are in Cincinnati, New- 
York, Philadelphia, St. Louis,and Chicago. The 
assets will probably pay 50 cents on the dollar. 

Syracuse, N. Y., Dec. 10:—The liabilities 
of Wilkinson Brothers, bankers, are about 
$500,000, and the assets $150,000, inciuding real es- 
tute, which is mortgaged for $125,000. It is 
ingdught that there will be very little for the 
depositors.

DEALERS IN BOGUS COIN 


CHIEF DRUMMOND ARRESTS FIVE 
COUNTERFEITERS. 

BREAKING UP A GANG WHO HAVE FLOODED 
THE CITY WITH SPURIOUS SILVER— 
ONE CAUGHT WHILE AT WORK. 

Chief Drummond, of the United States 
Secret Service, aided by two of his mén, four 
United States Marshals, and three police 
officers, late last night arrested five notorious 
counterfeiters and seized a lot of bogus coin and 
the necessary implements for manufacturing it. 
Early last October Chief Drummond was in- 
formed that a large amount of spurious silver 
coin was being put into circulation, and imme- 
diately began operations to entrap the counter- 
feiters. One of his men becime associated with 
an Italian known as Jimbo,” or James Gaetono, 
who had sometimes acted as interpreter at the 
Tombs Police Court, and who for a long time has 
been suspected as being in with the counterfeit- 
ing gang. 

The Secret Service officer, pretending to be a 
“crook,” soon gained the confidence of the 
Italian and got from him several dollars’ worth 
of the counterfeit coin, paying for it about 33 
cents on the dollar. Through Gaetano the de- 
tective met another one of the gang, Emil 
Pasquale Jachet, and purchased some» spu- 
rious standard dollars from him. Then 
the detective was delighted to meet a 
Signor Carlos Fontano, known more  fa- 
miliarly as “the Dude,” a tall, villainous-look- 
ing Italian, whom the officer had known as a 
counterfeiter for years, but he never could 
fasten the crime upon him. Fontano also dis- 
posed of several dollars of his own manufacture 
to the detective, and soon made it evident that 
he was the leader of a well-organized band of 
counterteiters, who were doing a lucrative busi- 
ness. 

Pursuing his investigations still further, the 
Secret Service detective was made acquainted 
with another of the gang, Charles Fornari, 
whose ostensible business was that of a butcher 
at No, 93 Park-street. The detective knew that 
there was still another one to encounter, but 
could not meet him. However, by a continual 
shadowing process, the acute detective ** located 
the plant” at No. 2 Jersey-street, a disreputable 
little alley running out from Crosby-street, near 
Houston, and laid his plans accordingly. 

Last night, while three of the counterfeiters 
were enjoying themselves at asaloon at No. 26 
Mulberry-street, Chief Drummond, together 
with Marshals A. L. Smith, Brooks, and McDon- 
aid, surrounded the entrance to the place. 
Word was then sent into the men that their 
friend who had dDought so much of the “queer” 
trom them was outside, but as he had recently 
gota black eye he was ashamed to go inthe 
gga and he asked them to come out and meet 
1im. Jachet, Gaetano, and Fornari came filing 
out, and as they did so they were secured by the 
Marshals, the chief lending a hand in slipping on 
the handcuffs, 

Thecounterfeiters were taken ay pecoreee com- 
pletely and made no resistance. ne ot them 
had $3 20 in counterfeit coins of small denomina- 
tions in his pocket. Accompanied by the Secret 
Service detectives, Chief Drummond and one of 
the Marshals went to shadow the house in Jer- 
sey-street. While they were prowling around 
they were regarded with suspicion by Capt. Mur- 
phy and Detectives Brennan and Moran, of the 
Fourteenth Precinct, who told them to move on. 
The position was explained, and the police officers 
lent their aid intheenterprise. ‘The officers then 
made their way intoa toy factory opposite the 
counterfeiters’ house, where they could look 
into the room occupied by the criminals. They 
saw aman lying in bed, but at work filing away 
the edges of some unfinished coins. He was 
alone and hard at work. Going back to the 
street, Fontano, the dude, was encountered in 
front of his house just as he was going in. He 
is a large powerful man, but made no resistance 
when arrested. 

The front door of the house was then broken 
in, and going up stairs the officers surprised the 
fifth man still at work. His name is Gustave 
Nobili, and he was the chief manufacturer of 
the coin. The room was then searched. About 
$130 in spurious coins, ranging from ten-cent 
pieces to dollars, a quantity of molds, models, 
plates, and plating material were found and car- 
ried away. In two cigar boxes by Nobili’s 
bed were a quantity of half-finished 
coins, files, and other working material, 
which he was using when arrested. All 
the men and the implements captured were 
taken to Chief Drummond’s rooms last night. 
The men would say nothing, and were sent to 
Ludlow-Street Jail, heavily handcuffed and in 
the charge of three Marshals. The raid is re- 
guarded as a most important one, and likely 
to prevent counterfeiting being carried on 
in the city for some time to come. 
Most of the counterfeit money that has 
lately been passed in such quantities in this city 
is supposed to have come from this gang, whodo 
the manufacturing for the smaller fry, who sed- 
ulously disposeof the coin. A number of arrests 
for passing counterfeit money have recently 
been made by both the police and the Marshals 
and in almost every instance the person arrested 
was an Italian. Several of these men are Dow in 
Ludiow-Street Jail awaiting trial.

TEACHING THE YOUNG IDEA HOW TO STEAL 
FROM SHOPS. 
Capt. John McCullagh, of the Sixth 


Precinct, had his attention directed last week to 
the general store of Marx Coben, on the first 
floor of No. 66 Mulberry-strect, by persons wno 
suspected that he employed boys to steal and 
received what they purioined because of the 
number of boys who visited his place with bun- 
dies which they did not have when they came 
out. Cohen lived with his wife, his daughter, 
and Selig Bergmann, his son-in-law, and every 
member of the family are so wary that, by direc- 


tion of Capt. MeCullagh, Detectives Cottrell 
and Gerrow employed Marx Price, a lad of 14, to 
watch the place and gave him authority to 


‘ bring to the station house any boy that he sus- 


pected of taking property to Cohen. Late last 
night there wus a struggle at the door of the 
Elizabeth-street station house, anda policeman 
found Price crappling with Abraham Finkel- 
stein, 13 years old, of No. 65 Mott-street. When 
Finkelstein wus secured Price said that he had 
just leit a bundle of stolen property at Cohen’s, 
und he had with him a bag such as is used by 
thieves, a screw-driver, and a small saw. 

Finkelstein admitted that he had stolen six 
Cardigan jackets from a show case at East 
Broadway and Pike-street, and hadsold them to 
Cohen. Capt. McCullagh and the detectives 
forthwith made a descent on Cohn's place, 
arrested him, Bergmann, and Jacob Davis, 16 
years old, of No. 83 Orchard-street, and seized 
in the place enough property to fill three 
express wagons. There were a little of 
everything,but the principal articles were stuffs, 
apparel, clocks, knives, jewelry,and hats. Much 
of the property is such as is exposed in front ot 
stores by petty shopkeepers, and the police say 
that the thieves were boys of the age of Finkel- 
steinand avis, who were probably trained to 
steal by Cohen. The property seized is worth 
from $2,000 to $2,500. 





MATTERS OF i.ABOR INTEREST. 

WATERBURY, Conn., Dec. 10.—Interviews 
witha large number of brass manufacturers, pub- 
lished in the .4 merican, show that, while business 
is somewhat light and there have been a few re- 
ductions in forces and time, the general outlook 
is good, and, in view of the fact that the market 
is carrying a low stock, a steady, but not boom- 
ing, demand for goods is probable.

LAWRENCE, Mass., Dec. 10.—A reduction 
of 8 per cent, in the wages in the weaving de- 
partment in the Everett Mill, of this city, is 
announced, It is stated that there will be no 
reduction inthe other departments of the mill, 
which have. been running 40 hours a week, but 
started on full time on Monday. 

Boston, Mass., Dec. 10.—The Bigelow 
Carpet Company, in Clinton, one of the most 
extensive concerns in the country, to-day re- 
duced the wages of some 700 of its employes, 
The reduction is from 7 to 8 per cent. 

PittsBuRG, Penn., Dec. 10.—The flint- 
glass workers struck to-day against a 20 percent. 
reduction in wages. Several factories are still 


running with apprentices, who have taken the 
places of the journeymen. 





AN UNKNOWN MAN’S SUICIDE. 

A workingman, evidently a German, 
about 45 years old, who is supposed to have been 
employed as a curtain pole maker, engaged a 
hall room on the third floor of No. 75 Charlton-

REUBEN R. SPRINGER. 

Reuben R. Springer died suddenly at his 
home in Cincinnati yesterday morning, after a 
brief illness, at the age of 84 years. He was 
taken slightly ill on Sunday while attending di- 
vine service, and kept his bed on Monday. Thé 
next day he wasupand around asusual. After 
breakfast yesterday morning he expired sud- 
denly, as he was about to rise from his chair, of 
paralysis of the heart. 

To the older generation, especially in Ohio, 
Mr. Springer’s successful mercantile career in 
early life is well known. Of late years his name 


had come to be known the country over for his 
muniticent gifts in the cause of art. It was Mr. 
Springer’s contribution which built the Cincin- 
nati Music Hall, which added large wings to the 
Cincinnati Exposition Building, and established 
the Cincinnati College of usic. Whatever 
claims that city may have to be known_as the 
* musical centre of America” it owes to Reuben 
R. Springer. He also gave very largely to chari- 
ty, and his hand was always open. 

Mr. Springer was born in Frankfort, Ky., and 
the first years of his business life were spent in a 
eressroads store in his native State. At the 
age of 21 he started out as clerk on an Ohio River 
steamboat, and for nine years sailed up and 
down the muddy stream. In 1830 he was admit- 
ted as a partner in the Cincinnati grocery 
house of Kilgour, Taylor & Co. For 10 years the 
firm carried on a business that was remarkably 
successful, and when Mr. Springer retired his 
brother succeeded him. The brother was lost 
at sea in 1852, when the ship Aretic was 
wrecked on the coast of Newfoundland. 
A few years before retiring from _ busi- 
ness, Mr. Springer was married to Jane Kilgour, 
who died about 14 yearsago, leaving no children, 
While in the grocery business he made shrewd 
real estate snd railway investments, and in the 
management of these his excellent business 
qualisaawons brought him the same remarkable 

nancial suceess as in his mercantile ventures. 
For several vears he was a Director of the Little 
Miami and Pittsburg, Fort Wayne and Chicago 
Railroads, in both of which he was among the 
heaviest stockholders, He was also interested in 
other railroads, 

It is said of Mr. Springer that he was never 
called upon to help the cause of humanity or 
advance the interests of his religion but what 
he responded with sincere pleasire and unex- 
ampled generosity. He was looked upon as the 
Girard and Peabody of the present day. When 
the Music Hall was proposed in Cincinnati Mr. 
Springer cam* forward, earnestly supporting the 
scheme, and without ostentation subscribed to it 
all told $200,000. He gave himself no greater 
prominence in the administration of the trust he 
created than the subscriber of the smallest 
sum on the list. His original subscription to 
the fund -was $125,000. In November, 1875, he 
gave $20,000 more and another $20,000 in April, 
1877. It looked as though the great project 
would fall through after all and as though the 
Music Hall could not be finished. Again Mr. 
Springer subscribed $20,000, and it was this that 
gave the city its magnificent home of music. In 
a letter accompanying this contribution Mr. 
Springer said: * Asthisis the last time I hope 
that I shall trouble the public with a com- 
munication on _ this subject I shall vent- 
ure to make menticn of a matter that 
is somewhat personal to myself, but 
nevertheless of interest to the public. I mean 
the name by which this hall, when built, shall be 
known. The name fixed upon was the Cincin- 
nati Music Hall, but the newspapers, perhaps 
without much thought, have since on numerous 
occasions given it a different name, which has 
neither force nor fitness in it, and, I hope, will 
not be continued. Thisisa great public enter- 
prise, and should have nothing personal in it. 
The hall, when built, will be out of the donations 
of the citizens of Cincinnati, the ground on 
which it 15 built is the property of the city, and 
there is eminent fitness in naming it the Cincin- 
nati Music Hall.” 

Instead of being known as Springer Hall, as 
proposed, Mr. Springer’s wish was observed. He 
afterward subscribed liberally to the organ 
fund. Inall his giving he wasthe same modest 
gentleman, and took a quiet, pleasant enthusi- 
asm in allthe work. For needed additions to 
the Exposition Building he gave $50,000,and con- 
tributed liberally to the College of Music. His 
total contributions to these three Cincinnati in- 
stitutionsin the past nine years were upward of 
$300,000. 

Mr. Springer was a devout Catholic. He gave 
$500 yearly to the support of the seminary con- 
nected with the cathedral and to the church it- 
self. Untilabout four years ago he was remark- 
ably vigorous for hisage. His motto was that 
he would rather wear out than rust out,and so 
he attended personally to all his affairs. He was 
a great lover of horseback riding, and until he 
was nearly 80 his erect ‘orm, mounted on a hand- 
some gray horse, was: familiar figure on the 
streets of Cincinnati. There he will ever be re- 
membered with gratitude, and the imposing 
Music Hall willstanda monument to his memory.

CHARLES W. JAY. 

A special to the Philadelphia Times an- 
nounces the death in Michigan of Charles W. 
Jay, familiarly called ** Charlie” Jay, who was 
for 80 years one of the best known characters in 
New-Jersey. As a journalist and politician he 


wielded a great deal of influence between 1840 
and 1876. He was born at Lamberton, near 
Trenton, 70 yearsago. His first public appear- 
ance was as a Democratic speaker in the Garri- 
son campaign in 1840, when he established quite 
a reputation. In 1844 he was on the other 
side of the political fence and edited the Clay 
Banner, a campaign sheet. In 1848 Jay, Mayor 
Mills, and Joseph Justice began the publication 
of the 7rentonian, which died in 1855. Mr, Jay 

ublished the Republican Privateer in 1852, the 
‘olunteer in 1865, the Union Sentinel in 1866, and 
the Pailu Sentinel in 1870. In 1876 he was con- 
nected with an afternoon paper and for a time 
edited the Newark Hegister. Jay was very 
sarcastic and attacked all who came in 
his way. His witticisms and _ personalities 
are still quoted throughout the State. He 
often received punishment for his course. 
He described his journalistic character in the 
following sentence, in asketch of himself writ- 
ten 15 years ago: ‘‘I wrote as humor happened 
to direct or necessity impelled. Careless of what 
I said, indifferent to public opinion, reckless of 
the effect upon my personal interests, | went in 
on the Irish injunction of ‘ Wherever you seea 
head hit it.’ The natural consequence, of course, 
reacted upon myself.” Jay went to Sammons 
Landing, in Michigan, eight years ago, and went 
into tbe lumber business, He died last Satur- 
day. His wife died a few hours before him. 


SIGNOR NICOLINO CALYO. 

Signor Nicolino Calyo, an artist known 
on two continents, died on Tuesday in his resi- 
dence, No. 139 East Fiftieth-street, at the age of 
85 years. Signor Calyo was born in Naples, where 
be studied his art under the famous painters of 
that day in the Naples Academy. e traveled 
extensively during bis youth, and finally brought 
his family to Malta, where he practiced his pro- 
fession fora number of years. He was held in 
high esteem by Lord Ponsomby, the Governor of 
Malta, and his home wastne headquarters of 
Comte Bianchi, Guarini, und other noted leaders 
of that epoch in the project for the redemption of 
Italy, in which his wife took anactive part. 
Signor Calyo first came to this country about 
1840, and established himself in New-York. Sub- 
sequently be went to Spain, Jeaving his family 
here, and with his son, John A, Calyo, he exe- 
cuted several important works for Queens Isa- 
bella and Christina. He returned to New-York 
again 10 years ago, where he has since resided. 
He leaves two sons, John A. and Joseph Calyo, 
and one daughter, the wife of Sefior Giuseppi 
Allegri, of Spain. The funeral will takg place 
from St. Agnes’s Church on_ Saturday morning 
and the interment will be in Calvary Cemetery.

IN THE RAILROAD WORLD. 
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AFFAIRS OF THE TEXAS PACIFIC. 

THE FUNDING PLAN AS MODIFIED BY THE 
BONDHOLDER’S COMMITTEE. 

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 10.—The committee 
of the bondholders of the Texas Pacific Railroad 
Company, of which John A. Wright is Chairman, 
appeinted for the purpose of canferring with the 
Directors and officers of the company in ref- 
erence to its affairs, and to bring about such an 
arrangement as would best protect the interes‘s 
of the bondholders, to-day addressed a letter to 
tbe bondholders of the company, cetting forth 
the resuit of the negotiations. The agreement 


arrived at is stated inthe shape of a memoran- 
dum in a letter by Mr. Wright to Jay Gould, and 
its principal features are as follows: ‘The 
recommendation is that the present fund- 
ing plan be modified as to the Middle 
Division, giving the bondholders who do not 
wish to fund their coupons payment of the 
sameé in cash, the company using the terminal 
bonds as collateral for mouey borrowed for this 
purpose, and also to pay the Missouri Pacific for 
the past due coupons of the consolidated bonds 
paid by thatcompany in June last. These last 
coupons, as well as all the coupons on the same 
(consolidated) mortgage, are to be deposited 
with the Trustee of the new (terminal) mort- 
gage to be held by the Trustee for the sole pur- 
pose of protecting the company (as they con- 
stitute a prior lien) against any possible action 
that may be taken by the income and Jand grant 
bondholders in the several suits now pending, 
or in others that may be instituted, against the 
Texas and Pacific Railway Company. All other 
indebtedness is to be extinwzuished in the same 
manner. 

The funding plan as to the bonds on the Rio 
Grande and New-Orleans Division mortgages is 
to be carried out, but the coupons are to 
funded one by one as they mature, 80 as not to 
impair the bonds, and the coupons shall not be 
kept alive after they are funded, and will not be 
held by the Trustee of the terminal bonds as se- 
curity for the terminal bonds which may be ex- 
changed for them. This shall also apply to tha 
coupons which may be paid with proceecs of 
terminal bonds. The terminal mortgaye shall 
be modified by a supolemental mortgage or 
other instrument, so as to make effective the 
foregoing provisions. Such papers shall! also be 
executed as will relieve the bonds already 
stamped from the effects of such stamping and 
piace all the bonds on the same footing in the 
market, 

At the next annual meeting of stockholders it 
is proposed that the following-named gentiemen 
be elected Directors of the company: John A. 
Wright, John Murkoe, James P. Scott, Charles 
QO. Baird, Jobn ©. Bullit, Isaac J. Wistar, J. N. 
Hutchinson, William D. Winsor, Jay Gould, R. 
8S. Hayes, Russel Sage, T. ‘I. Eckert, George J. 
Gould, BE. L. Ames, A. L. Hopkins, John C, 
Brown, and G. &. Roberts, it being mutually 
understood that in the event of disability or 
failure from any cause of any of these 
gentlemen to xuccept or serve, the va- 
cancy so created shall be filled by the 
committee, or Mr. Jay Gould, or both, 
as may be necessary to maintain the econstitu- 
tion of the Board of Directors as agreed, vacan- 
cies now existing and such as may arise between 
now and the annual election to be filled as the 
application of the same rule may require. The 
new members to be introduced into the board 
shall begin by the selection of Mr. John A. 
Wright and Mr. Isaac J. Wistar, and they, with 
such others as can conveniently be brought into 
the board, are to be elected when and as it may 
be found convenient to do so by the filling of 
vacancies now existing or that may be made b 
resignations of the present members of the board. 

The committee's letter embodies g letter from 
Jay Gould, dated thettk inst., saying: “l have 
your letter of Dec. 3, advising me of the formal 
acceptance by your committee of the proposed 
adjustment of the Texas and Pacific Railway 
Company’s matters, and stating the committee's 
understanding of the propositions assented to by 
them, and asking that I advise you at my conve- 
nience if ] understand the arrangement as stated 
in your letter. In reply. I have to say that my 
understanding of the propositions is the same as 
is expressed in your letter.” 

The committee recommend the adoption of the 
plan by the bondhoiders, and that they send in 
their coupons as they mature and fund them, 
according to the terms of the cireular of July 
20, 1884, as modified by these arrangements.

THE AGREEMENT TO MAINTAIN THEM FALLS 
THROUGH, 

The agreement to restore and maintain 
passenger rates east bound from Chicago has 
tallen through. It only needed the signatures

The profits or net 
earnings above actural fixed charges were, a dis- 
patch from Albany says, $4,668,760 29. There 
was paidin dividends $7,159,643 72, leaving a de- 
ficiency of $2,490,888 43. In addition, the com- 
pany owed $1,757,835 for wages and supplies, and 
there was due other roads the sum of $980,244 2).

TROUBLE IN A NEWARK CHURCH. 

Over 100 members, mostly females, ot 
the Bethany Baptist Church, (colored,) of New- 
ark, met in the lecture room last night to take 
action on the case of the Pastor, the Rev. Will- 
iam Jackson, who was ousted from the pulpit 
some weeks ago and who last Sunday took pos- 
session of it through an injunction from the 
Chancellor.

Whea Deacon 
Tate rose and proclaimed that Rose was at that 
moment resting under charges, and had no mnght 
to spexk, a dozen persons were on their feet at 
once, women shaking bandkerehiefs te attract 
the attention of the Chairman, the Rev. Dr. 
Vassar, and continuing to talk in loud tones, but 
in a manner that rendered ita perfect tabhel. 
Order was finally restored, and the resolution 
adopted by a vote of 85 to #4. “The brothers 
know the terms of my resignation,’ said Mr. 
Jackson. “If my salary is paid in full I wiil go, 
but by this action you have doubled the 
amount.” 





THE MEXICAN PENSION BILL. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—At a2 caucus of 
the Republican members of the House of Repre- 
sentatives to-night the following resolution was 
unanimously agreed to: 

Resolved, That the bill known as the Mexican Pen- 
sion bill, as amended by the Senate, is entitled to our 
hearty and active support, and that we wiil support 
any and every effort to have tbe said bill considered 
and passed at the earliest possibie day. 

It was also determined that al! practicable par- 
liamentary means should be employed to bring 


the bill before the House for final action. It wag 
represented that, because of the rulings made by 
Speaker Carlisle when the bill was undef diseus- 
sion at the last session of Congress, it would be 
exceedingly difficult to reach this measure, but 
it was roped the difficulties might be overcome. 
Asa consequence of these rulings a portion of 
the bill is on the Speaker's table and a portion in 
the Committee of the Whole on the State of the 
Union. Ex-Speaker Keiter, Representative Can- 
non, and other parliamentarians among the Re- 
publican members were directed by the caucus 
to endeavor todevisea method of relieving the 
bill from its embarrassments. 





NEW SECURITIES LISTED. 

The Governing Committee of the Stock 
Exchange discussed some proposed amendments 
tothe by-laws yesterday without taking any 
finai action, and listed new securities as follows: 
Louisville and Nashvilie Railroad Company 
10-40 6 per cent. adjustment bonds to the 
amount of $1,850,000. These are coupon bonds, 
and are part of an authorized issue of $5,000,100. 
First mortgage bonds of the Chicago and North- 
western Railway Company to the amount of 
$1,600,000. These bonds area first mortrage at 
the rate of $25,000 a mile on 64 miles of the Ot- 
tumwa, Cedar Falls and St. Paul Railway, one of 
the proprietary roads of the Chicago and North- 
western. The application of the Chicago, St. 
Paul, Minneapolis and Omaha Railway Company 
to have 13,826 shares of preferred stock and 20,738 
shares of common stock listed was granted.

THE ATTEMPT 70 RESTRAIN JOHN 
M’CULLOUGH. 

SUCH ACTION UNNECESSARY—MR. ABBEY’S 
DIFFICULTIES—A NEW PLAY FOR MR. 
IRVING—-AN EXACTING MANAGER, 

Some of the friends of Mr. John MoCul- 
fough, the tragedian, have been suggesting to 
his wife, who lives in Philadelphia, the advisa- 
bility of placing him immediately in some re- 
treat for the insane. The piace proposed is 
Kirkbride’s Asylum. Mrs. McCullough, who has 
none but the kindliest feelings toward her hus- 
band, although they have been separated for a 
number of years, is considerably troubled about 
the matter, but will probably take no steps. To 
those who know the actor best, and have seen 
him most frequently since his difficulties 
in Chicago, such a course seems quite 
unnecessary. Mr. McCullough has given 
no indication whatever that he is unable to take 
care of himself, or, in fact, that be is to any 
marked extent worse off at present in his menta: 
capacity than he has beenever since he first 
came to the Atlantic coast. The only thing of 
moment he has done was to withdraw from the 
society of some of his friends, who, while actu- 
ated by the best motives, certainly gave him rea- 
son to doubt their mtentions. In order to get 
Mr. McCullough to come East from Chicago he 
was positively and repeatedly promised that as 
soon as the election was over hiscompany shoulda 
be organized so that he could resume his tour of 
thecountry. When the election had passed by he 
simply undertook tocarry out that programme, 
and it was surely not a matter of any greatsur- 
prise that he should feel very deeply,annoyed over 
the failure of bis friends to keep good their word 
with him. He went out to St. Louis and other 
cities, as has already teen described in the pa- 
pers, and returning to New-York he took up his 
residence at the Sturtevant House. Ever since 
then Mr. McCullough has been quietly living 
here and doing nothing whatever of an unusual 
or stmking description. Aimost any afternoon 
he may be met walking up or down Broadway, 
conversing pleasantly with friends, and in all 
respects behaving himself like a well-ordered 
and evenly balanced citizen, It is believed that 
the people who have approached his wife 
with a view to having him locked up received 
their information wholly from sensational news- 
paper stories concerning bis doings. To those 
who have must closely watched the tragedian 
the thought that be may do harm to himself or 
to anybody elise seems particularly absurd. For 
several days after his return trom the West Mr. 
McCullough was carefully followed by a pro- 
fessional watcher, who resizned his position in 
disgust, saying he never saw in the whole course 
of his career a man who took better care of himsvlf 
pr who behaved in a more rational manner. The 
one peculiar thing which has been developed 
in connection with Mr. McCullough’s difficulties 
is a disinclination to spend his movey. Up toa 
year ago he distributed his funds with great 
freedom, but now itis declared that he rigidly 
holds on to every penny. These things, how- 
ever, are certainly mild and inoffensive eccen- 
tricities. Every one who regards John McUul- 
lough highbiy feels that to put him under restraint 
would be a needless blow caiculated to destroy 
bis reason more quickly and more surely than 
that end could be accomplished by any other 
possible course.

Mr. Abbey’s agents in this country are meet- 
ing with some discouragement at one or two 
points in their efforts to fill the time of Miss 
Mary Anderson. It is proposed by Mr. Abbey to 
send this actress through the country next sea- 
son at an advanced scale of admission prices, 
and this proposition does not mect with the 
favor of local managers, who believe that no 
extra charge should be exacted. In some places 
Mr. Abbey is raising money in advance on the 
Anderson engagement, taking from local man- 
agers sums ranging as high as $5,000, the nopey 
to be repaid out of the receipts of the en- 
gagement. This was done aiso In counec- 
tion with Mme. Bernbardt’s first tour of 
this country. it was rendered necessary by 
the tuct that Mr. Abbey was obliged to 
deposit a very large amount of money before 
the French actress would leave her native coun- 
try. Atthat time be had littie difficulty in se- 
curing what be wanted because all the wealthy 
managers who wanted Mme. Bernhardt in their 
theatres had complete confidence in the value of 
the lady asastar. Nixon Zimmermann, who 
are the principal theatrical managers of Phila- 
de!phia, have lately declined to meet Mr. Abbey 
on the five-thousand-dollar advance requested 
by him before he will consent to place Miss An- 
derson at one of the theatres conducted b 
these gentlemen. A private letter from Phili- 
adeiphia tells me that Mr. Schoeffel and Mr. 
Meyer, representing Mr. Abbey, bave been 
in that city for the greuter portion 
ot the last week bringing every argument to 
bear upon the local managers for the purpose of 
earrving this point. The declination is based 
upon the theory that local managers should not 
be obliged to become the responsible parties in 
speculations which are conducted for the benefit 
o! oiber people. Tbe fact of the case is that Mr. 
Abbey is currying a very heavy load for next 
season and will be obliged to lay out so much 
money before his a‘tractions reacn this country 
asto make it absolutely necessary for him to 
raise a capital in this way. This would not of 
course have been the case if his losses last season 
at the Metropolitan Opera House had not been 
exceedingly heavy.

MR. LAIMBEER IN FIGHTING MOOD. 


HE MAKES THE DOCK COMMISSIONERS’ 
MEETING MORE LIVELY THAN USUAL. 

The meeting of the Dock Commissioners 
yesterday was marked by a departure from the 
usual dull routine. Commissioner Laimbeer was 
rather more disputatious than is his wont, and 
his placidly benevolent face was dark and 
moody. Engineer Green recommended that the 
arches under the stone structure at Pier No. 1 
North River be repointed, as the mortar had 
been washed out of the joints, and if not re- 
paired the arches would settle and the super- 
structure crack. 

““ How deep in does the water penetrate ?” Mr. 
ao al asked the engineer in his deepest 

Ones. 

* Ordinarily, four inches, but in this case fully 
seven,” replied the engineer. 

“Then,” growled the portly Commissioner, 
“all | can say is the cement in use ain’t worth 
a cuss. Why it’s ridiculous. I never heard of 
such a thing in a country milldam.” 

The repairs were, however, ordered, The Ho- 
boken Land and Improvement Company sent in 
a petition esting eenpery: to erect terry racks, 
bridges, and buildings at the foot of West Four- 
teenth-street, to start the ferry from the foot of 
Twelfth-street, Hoboken. Mr. Charles F. Mac- 
Lean presented the petition, which was granted, 
provided the work is begun at once, and done 
under the approval of the department. As Mr. 
MacLean was stepping out of the room Mr, Lam- 
beer called to him: “Charlie, you have fared 
better than another ferry company: Why, they 
sent a man here, and aftertwo hours’ wrestling 
and prayer with two of the Commissioners and a 
dinner with the whole board he went away and 
got nothing.”’ 

When Secretary Cuming began to read from 
the schedule the minute relating te the action 
of the Sinking Fund Commissioners in cutting 
down the department’s estimates from $1,950,000 
to $700,000, President Stark said: ‘* We'll now 
have luncheon, and discuss this matter in execu- 
tive session.” 

“TI don’t know what the rest want,”’ said Mr. 
Voorhis, “butI want the public to know all 
paneer} this, so 1 want to have it openly dis- 
cussed,”* 

“ Good,” broke in Mr. Laimbeer. “I am glad 
that matters of pubiic importance are to be dis- 
cussed publicly. This going oversuch matters 
in secret session is ridiculous, No good ever 
comes out of it.” 

After luncheon, which from 10 minutes was 
lenghtened to nearly an hour, Mr. Voorhis came 
in triumphantly and at once began to prepare a 
resolution. Mr. Laimbeer watched him tor a 
moment, and then rolled out in a deep bass: “1 
wish 1 knew what resolution Voorhis was fixing 
up, as I wouldsave time and prepare my amend- 
ment.” Then Mr. Laimbeer sat back in his 
chair, peering over his gold-rimmed glasses at 
his industrious colleague. When Mr, Voorhis 
had written several pages he read his resolution. 
This, after reciting the necessity of obtaining 
the full amount of money applied for and re- 
terring to the effect of the address of the Coun- 
cil of Political Reform, printed in yesterday’s 
TIMES, called for the passage of a resolution 
requesting the Corporation Counsei to apply to 
the Supreme Court for a writ of mandamus, 
requiring and directing the Commissioners of 
the Sinking Fund to issue the full amount of 
the bonds culled for by the original requisition 
of the departments. Mr. Voorhis supported his 
resolution in a speech in which he made a vigor- 
ous attack upon the Council of Political Re- 
form, declarnng their statements to be false in 
every particular, and that he for one did not 
propose to have the citizens bumbugged by such 
false statements as bad been set fortb in the ad- 
dress to the Council. 

Mr, Laimbeer proposed an amendment thank- 
ing the Sinking Fund Commissioners for the 
award of $700,000, and directing them to sell the 
bonds and place the proceeds to the credit of the 
department. Both the resolution and amend- 
ment went over and will be taken up in execu- 
tive session to-day. 


WHAT THE MERCHANTS FAVOR. 





MEETING OF THE BOARD OF TRADE AND 
TRANSPORTATION, 

At the meeting of the Board of Trade 
and Transportation yesterday several topics 
were agreed upon to be submitted to the Nation- 
al Board of Trade, in Washington, on the 8th of 
next month, The most important were a na- 
tional bankruptcy law: the establishment of a 
Government postal telegraph and telephone 
system; the abolition of certification of invoices 
by United States Consuls; protection of Ameri- 
can shipping interests; advances of wages to 
seamen; the proposed amendment to the Con- 
stitution so as to allow the President to veto 


separate items inan annual appropriation bill; 
a reciprocity treaty with Canada, and rights of 
commercial travelers. On the subiect of the 
Presidential term and Presidential elections the 
following resolutious were adopted: 

Resolved, That inthe opinion of the National Board 
of Trade the mee interest would be subserved by 
extending the Pres dential term to six yesr:and mak- 
ing the Pre-ident ineligivie tur re-eiection to a second 
term, and we respectfully commend this apaed: to the 
consideration of Conzress und recommend the adoption 
of such an emendment to the Constitution as will ac- 
complish this end. 

Kesolurd, That we heartily indorse the recommenda- 
tion of President Artur that Congress should. without 
delay, provide a detinie method of settling Electoral 
Gisputes like tnat which occurred in 1876, and_a repe'i- 
tion of which at one time seemed possible in the recent 
President a) contest. 

It was resolved to call the attention of the Na- 
tional Bourd of Trade to the return duties on 
matvrials used in the manufacture of goods for 
export. The opinion of the New-York Board is 
that the drawbacks allowed should equal the 
duties previousiy paid. 

A spirited discussion arose overa proposition 
to recommend legislation looking to the entire 
abolition of the internal revenue taxes on alco- 
bo) and tobacco. Mr. Simon Sterne opposed 
such astep and Mr. John F. Henry favored it. 
Mr. Henry unconsciously caused a hearty laugh 
at hisown expense by remarking incidentally, 
after be had been taiking for some minutes: 
“ The gus is escaping somewhere.” 

F. B. Thurber said that the internal revenue 
tax was an inquisitorial tax and should be abol- 
ished if the exigencies of the United States 
Treasury would permit it. Mr. Nelson Smith 
wus not willing to abolish the internal revenue 
system, because. he said, such a step would tend 
to increase the cost to the consumer of articles 
of domestio manufacture. Mr. Waldo Smith 
thought the subject of internal revenue taxa- 
tion was too wide and too deep for the Board of 
Trade to make any recommendations upon. 
The meeting finally took this view of it and re- 
solved to muke no recommendations on the 
subject. 





A DEAD MAN SUMMONED ON A JURY. 

A noisy young man recently slammed 
the door in the business office of L. F. Robert- 
son & Son's leather store, No. 39 Spruce-strect, 
and shouted out that he was looking for Mr. 
Robertson. 

‘What can I do for you, Sir,” said Mr. Julius 
Robertson. 

Without deigning a reply the young man 
tossed a jury eummons for Louis F. Robertson 
on the desk and departed as noisily as he came. 
In a few days he dropped in again and bid Mr. 
Julius Robertson answer for contempt of court. 

“Kut lm not the man you're looking for,” 
Mr. Robertson started to explain. 

“JY ain’t listenin’ to ‘scuses,”’ answered the 
young man hastening out. 

Yesterday's Times made record of the fact 
that Louis F. Robertson bad been fined $150 for 
contempt of court by Judge Cox, and that an 
attachment had been issued against him. Twenty 
people cut out this notice and sent itto Mr. 
Julius Robertson by mail. He is waiting with 
considerable interest to see how the court will 
collect the fine. Louis F. Robertson, his father, 
died nearly three years ago. 





A DEBT OF FISH AND WARD. 

Mr. James D. Fish appeared as a witness 
before Hamilton Cole, as Referee, yesterday, to 
give his testimony regarding one of the several 
mechanics’ liens on the property of Ferdinand 
Ward and James D. Fish. The lien under con- 
sideration was one held by J. B. & J. M. Cornell 
on the property at the south-east corner of 


Twenty-third-atreet and Sixth-avenue, the siie 
of Booth’s Theatre. Mr. Fish identified the con- 
tract signed by himself and Ward with the 
Messrs. Cornell to supply the iron work on 
the building. He and Ward owned the prop- 
erty jointly, and agreed to have the 
new buildings erected on their joint account, 
paying equaily for their construction. Mr. John 
G. Wilson was to act as Superintendent and en- 
gage mechanics.

METHODISTS IN COUNCIL, 


‘ a 
THE CENTENNIAL CONFERENCE ADDRESSED 
BY BISHOP FOSTER, 

Bautrmory, Dec. 10.—The Centennial 
Couference of Methodism assembled this morn- 
ing at Mount Vernon Church. A very large 
number of delegates were present, and the 
church was crowded to its utmost extent. 
Bishop Andrews, Chairman of the General 
Executive Committee, called the Conference to 
order, and on his nomination Bishop Granberry 
was chosen presiding oflicer of to-day’s session. 
Bishop Foster, D. D., delivered the sermon ap- 
pointed for the opening day. He said: 

BROTHER DELEGATES: A common bond draws 
us together for the one hundredth anniversary 
of our life. Asa church we must ponder on the 
past, prepare for the emergency of the present, 
and plan for the coming century. A shadow has 
been cast over the Conference by the recent 
death of two of our Bishops who were ap- 
pointed to participate in this day’s proccedings. 
This hour, which was to have been one of bright- 
ness, iseclipsed. Ourtwo great standard bearers 
are absent. They looked rorward to our assembl- 
ing; they even formulated words for our wel- 
come, 
George Foster Picrce and Matthew Simpson— 
their fame shone for 40 years. Bishop Pierce was 
born in February, 181i. Bishop Simpson four 
months later. Each madea mistake in choosing 
a profession. Pierce turned to the Jaw and 
Simpson to medicine. Both were delegates to 
the Conference of 1836. Simpson was made a 
Bishop in 1852 and Pierce in 1854. They were ap- 
pointed respectively as speaker and alternate to 
makethe opening address at this Conference. 
We cannot doubt that, in whatever world they 
are to-day. they are deeply interested in hu- 
manity. They may be assigned to new duties, 
but they cannot but be our fellow-workers, not 
for to-day, but for all time. We cannot 
linger at the graves; we must renew 
the work which they bequeath to 
us, gird ourselves with courage and hope, 
and advance to renewed work, We know 
what this command would be, ‘*Close up the 
ranks—forward.” They would speak from their 
pulpits in tonesof solemnity. The programme 
arranged for the coming Cays of the Conference 
coufines my duty on this occasion to a close field. 
We are here not so much forremembrance as for 
counsel, not to celeb ate victory, but to gird 
our loins, to devise wi-e and skillful methods, to 
be strong to meet the demagoguery of our 
age, as our fathers met it in their days. 
The dawn of the century is a time for 
thought. Infidelity then stalked abroad un- 
rebuked. Christenaom seemed to be fading 
in 17s4.§iThe opening of the 1884 centenary, 
if not as dark, is durk enough. The conditions 
of home and society are being revolutionized. 
Ancient, time-honored theories are being ex- 
ploded. Sacred institutions are put to the strain 
of great tests. Weareinthe grip of a great 
combat for the final dominion of the world. 

The falseand the groundless will pass away. 
The fortress of lies has kept the world in slavery. 
There will be conflict, but Zion will be left with 
no rent in her foundation, no breach in her 
walls. Progress will beslow, but will be founded 
on eternal truth. The church abides forever; 
individual churches have no such promise, The 
only hope of any church is the fact of the truth 
it possesses and the ability to cast out the un- 
souna itinherits. It was important that Calvin- 
ism went down. All its great truth could not 
float its error. The absolute permanency of an 
church is dependent in an absolutely true creed. 
The church must guard its creed, its sheet an- 
chor—its life blood. Ourcreed will bear the test 
of the most intelligent criticism. He spoke of 
platitudes In the pulpit, and guid: ** To-day there 
is a vast amount of endless and spiritless preach- 
ing. The greatest need isa revivai of the pulpit 
in all Protestantism, and more than all in the 
Methodist Church.” The Bishop madean appeal 
for temperance, after which the Hallelujah 
Chorus was sung and the session closed with the 
benediction, 





A FIELD FOR CHURCHES, 


THE CITY MISSION AND TRACT SOCIETY 
FINDS A NEW ONE, 

At the fifty-eighth annual meeting of 
the City Mission and Tract Socicty yesterday 
Secretary Jackson reported that $46,325 15 had 
Leen received during the year for regular work, 
of which $43,692 62 had been paid out for the 
support of churches and missionaries. The 
amount received for building fund was $105,- 
538 50, of which $814,770 05 had been spent, leav- 
inga general balance of $2,632 B38 anda building 
fund balance of $20,768 45, all of which, how- 
evor, was pledged for improvements now in 
progress. Four churches and chapels were 
started during the year, and the aggregate at- 
tendance at services in them had been 250,000. 
Aid was extended to 849 families, in part by the 
distribution among them of $3,005 69. The 
number of missionary calls made was 24,302; 
books loaned and given, 16,682; persons per- 
suaded to attend churches and missions, 2,643; 
temperance pledges, 383; religious meetings, 
2,914, and tracts distributed, 350,000. 

Morris K. Jesup, who presided, followed the 
Secretary with an explanation of what bad been 
done toward build ng a church at Broome-street 
and Centre Market-place. Lagacies from ex- 
Gov. Morgan and William E. Dodge, with other 
gifts from Frederick Marquand and the family 
of Mr. Dodge had stimulated effort for the 
benefit of the working classes who live down 
town. The new church would be finished about 
Marchi. There were 600,000 people living in the 
lower part of the city, among whom ought to 
be attractive churches. The present undertak- 
ing was intended to be the first step to this end. 
The church would cost $140,000. gy meee 
would be placed in the basement, and also baths, 
and there would be special accommodations for 
alibrary and reading room. The butiding would 
be opened every day, that it might become a 
centre of social life for the immediate neighbor- 


ood, 

The Rev. John Dooly, who is engaged in mission 
work in the proposed new field; the Rev. Will- 
iam 8. Elsing, Pastor of De Witt Memorial 
Church, on Rivington-street, and the Rev. A. F. 
Schaufler, of the Olivet Church, on Second- 
street. also spoke of down-town work. Mr. 
Schauffler said that he bad been assured by 
John Taylor Johnston, who has looked into mis- 
sion work in Great Britain, that New-York be- 
low Fourteenth-street aiforded a better field than 
any parts of London, Liverpool, or Glasgow. 
“ Between Broadway and the Bowery, Houston 
and Chatham street, there are 70.000 people,” he 
said,“ who have been left for 12 years without 
an English Protestant Church. Assuming 80,000 
ot these people to have Protestant leanings, that 
number of people has had nothing to keep them 
from drifting back into heathenism. It 53 the 
most disgraceful factin the civilization of this 
country, and examples set here will be followed 
elsewhere.” 

** Suppose we had plenty of money, how many 
churches,’’ asked Mr. Roswell Smith, ‘could 
profitably be placed in that section ?"” 

“As many as you can put in and man well,” 
wasthe reply. “ Put in your brick and mortar 
and as much flesh and biood as possible.”

RELIEVING THE PAUPERS. 

The Commissioners of Charities and Cor- 
rection yesterday sent their annual report to the 
State Board of Charities in Albany. In it they 
state that the numberof paupers in the poor- 


house in November, 1888, was 8,275. There were 
relieved there during the year ending Oct. 31, 
1884, 31,875, and 596 were bornin the poorhouse 
during that period, making a total of 40,774 re- 
lieved during the year. The number discharged 
from the poorhouse was 23,776; 16 were bound 
out, 16 absconded, and 3,774 died, Jeaving 8,62 in 
the house on Nov. ], 1884. Of this number 3,794 
were lunatics, 290 idiots, 130 blind, 68 deat mutes, 
207 epileptic, 253 children under 2 years of age, 
and 338 children betweenthe ages of 2and 16. Of 
the whole number of paupers relieved 13,230 were 
natives und 27.514 were foreigners; 22,913 were 
males and 17,831 were females. The department 
gave relief also to 7,581 outdoor poor making a 
grand total of 48.325 relieved

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A FAMOUS INDIAN GUIDE DEAD, 


—_—>_-——_ 
JOHN BRIDGE ‘KILLED IN A ROW-—~‘‘ OLD 
TOM” NICHOLS ALSO MISSING. 

‘Old Tom” Nichols, of Oldtown, Me., 
one of the oldest Indian guides in the Moosehead 
Lake region, and a favorite one with many New- 
York sportsmen who visit that portion of the 
Maine wilderness, is supposed to have been 
killed at the West Branch House, a sportsman’s 
retreat on the “ northeast carry” of the lake, 
during a méléein which the supposition also is 
that he himself shot and killed John Bridge, an- 
other famous guide, The affair seems to be sur- 
rounded by a great deal of mystery. A gentle- 
man of this city, who is one of a party of New- 
Yorkers who have spent several seasons hunting 
and fishing in the vicinity of Mount Kineo and 
the Wilson ponds, has received a letter from 
Kineo under date of Deco. 5, informing him of 


the tragedy and giving him all that was known 
then of the detiils, although the affair occurred 
the last week in November, The New-Yorker 
had written to Maine to secure the services of 
the old guide for next week. 

_According to the letter it seems that_old Tom 
Nichols and his son Charlie. who are Penobscot 
Indians, lett Kineo, where they live during the 
hunting and fishing seasons, to goon a hunting 
und trapping excursion to the head of the lake. 
On Tuesday they arrived at the Winnegamoch 
House, on the northeast carry, where they fell in 
with Jobn Bridge. Bridge and the Nicholses 
were old friends, 1nd they drank several times 
together at the Winneyamoch House. During 
the day Bridge, who had a brother, James 
Bridge, living at the West Branch House, two 
miles from the Winnegamoch, insisted on his 
friends going there to stay all night.

He said 
that after Bridge knocked him down he attempt- 
ed to get up, when Bridge knocked him senseless 
with an axe helve. When he recovered con- 
sciousness he jay on the floor in the office. 
Every one else was gone. The floor was covered 
with blood, and there were evidences of a terri- 
ble struggle inthe room. He arose and found 
his way into the kitchen, where he saw the body 
ot John Bridge lying onatable. James Bridge 
stood over it, washing blood from it. On going 
5 ane ig young Nichols saw that John Bridge was 

ead, 

““My God! Jim,” he exclaimed, ‘tis John dead? 
Where is father ?”’ 

_, | Yes, Jonn is dead,” replied the brother, “and 
if you ever find your old man you'll see that he’s 
as dead as John is!” 

Young Nichols found all of his father’s traps 
and baggage in the office of the hotel where he 
had Ieft it, but his ritle was gone. He remained 
at the West Braich until Thursday, but could 
tind no trace of his father. He said that a man 
by the name of Labry and one named Donnelly 
were in the office when the quarrel! arose be- 
tween him and Bridge, but that they denied any 
knowledge of the subsequent tragedy. He said 
that he supposed his father had attacked Bridge 
aiter the latter had knédcked the son down, and 
that in the mélée that followed both were killed, 
the body of the old man being taken into 
the woods and hidden. Young Nichols left the 
West Branch on Thursday and walked to Kineo, 
30 miles, where he told the foregoing story. He 
thén took his wife and left the place. After he 
had gone parties who looked upon his story as 
unsatisfactory concluded to have him arrested. 
He was followed as fur as Dover, where he was 
found and taken into custody. Atthe time the 
letter was written tothe New-York gentleman 
the writer had heard of no new developments in 
the case. He states, however, that the belief 
prevai'sinsome quarters that old Tom Nichols 
is not dead at all, but that the party became en- 
gaged ina fight, during which the old man shot 
Bridge and then tied to the woods with his rifle.

A measure of the service which THE 
Times has rendered to the commercial 
public in causing the Spanish treaty to be 
cabled to it from Madrid may be best ob- 
tained, perhaps, by an attempt to picture 
forth the consequences of a ratification of 
the treaty by the Senate after considera- 
tion in executive session only, and before | 
its provisions had been published. That 
this would have been the case but for the 
enterprise of THE TiMEs is by no means 
impossible, and the emphasis with which 
the treaty has been condemned by many 
ef the merchants and manufacturers 
whose opinions have been published in 
our news columns will enable any one to 
judge of the violence of the storm which 
such a course would have aroused. The 
Senate must now be guided by public 
opinion in its consideration of the treaty, 
and it has wisely concluded to accept the 
situation by ordering it to be printed. For 
the benefit of the Herald and one or two 
other esteemed contemporaries who have 
been harassed by fears that Twz TIMES’s 
copy of the treaty was not identical with 
the document as actually signed in Madrid, 
sve beg to call attention to a Washington 
dispatch of the Associated Press stating 
that ‘‘itis learned from the best authority 
that the cabled copy published by THE 
NEW-YorK TIMES contained no errors of 
importance.” 








The Senate, as our dispatches show, is 
made up of ‘‘many men of many minds” 
on the subject of the Spanish treaty. Up 
to the present time it is plain that the 
ppposition to the treaty has pretty steadily 
extended since its publication, while no 
gounter-current of sentiment in its favor 
js as yet perceptible. Among the objec- 
tions urged against the treaty is one ad- 
vanced by a prominent Cuban cigar manu- 
facturer, who declares that it is intended 
to ruin the cigarmaking trade asa punish- 
ment to the 50,000 Cuban refugees who 
jhave fled to this country and are now en- 
gaged in that branch of business. The effect 
of the treaty upon the manufacture of 
cigars in the United States is certainly a 
matter that ought to be very carefully ex- 
amined, but it is going rather far for argu- 
ments in opposition to it to attribute its 
origin to any such diabolical motive on the 
part of the Spanish negotiators. The desire 
to advance the prosperity of Cuba is a le- 
gitimate one, and suffices to explain the ac- 


tion of Spain.

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THE HAWAIIAN TREATY. 

The reciprocal commercial treaty be- 
tween the United States and the Hawaiian 
Islands, which was ratified in 1876, has 
been renewed, so far as the consent and 
approval of diplomatic representatives of 
the two Governments can renew it, for a 
period of seven years from the date of its 
second ratification. Within a few years 
there has been great opposition to a re- 
newal of this treaty, but as this opposi- 
tion was based for the most part upon 
allegations ; that the United States had 
been defrauded by evasion of the treaty’s 
provisions, it ceased to have much weight 
after investigation had shown that the 
alleged frauds had not been committed. 
Under this treaty sugar, rice, and some 
other products of the islands are admitted 
at our ports free of duty, and in exchange 
duties are not collected upon many manu- 
factured articles sent out from this coun- 
try. While it would not be fair to esti- 
mate the value of other . commercial 
treaties now pending by the benefits de- 
rived from this by either party, yet the 
facts showing what has been the effect 
of this agreement are especially interest- 
ing at this time. In 1877,: the first 
year of the treaty, we * imported 
from the islands 80,642,000 pounds - of 
sugar, valued at $2,198,000. Un- 
der the provisions of the _ treaty 
the sugar industry on the islands rapidly 
expanded, and in 1882 the quantity im- 
ported into the United States was 106,181,- 
000 pounds, valued at nearly $7,000,000. 
In six years we took from the islands 
sugar valued at $23,264,687. ‘ Duties im- 
posed upon this sugar at the prevailing 
tariff rates would have amounted ) in j 
all to $12,795,578, or. to $3,804,946 , in’ 
the year 1882. The Hawaiian fice 
crop also increased * 800 per cent. 
The duty upon the rice imported would 
have been, in 5 1-2 years,nearly $1,000,000. 
The duties relinquished upon’ sugar and 
rice alone are estimated to have been in 
those years $18,717,436. On the other 
hand, the entire value of our merchan- 





4 dise exported to the islands in that period 


was only $13,083,314, or something less 
than the duties alone would have been 
upon only two of the products admitted 
at San Francisco free. 

It has also been shown that the relin- 
quishment of the duty on sugar has 
brought the consumer no relief. . This re. 
sult cannot fairly be charged to the 
treaty, although the existence of such a 
treaty made it possible for certain persons 
to accomplish ends which in the absence 
of the treaty’s provisions they : could 
not have reached. Under the treaty 
SPRECKLES’s monopoly was established in 
San Francisco and on the islands. The 
Pacifico slope became the province of 
this refiner and speculator. His sugars 
could be delivered in California and 
sold for about two cents a pound 
less than the price required in the 
East for duty-paid sugar, but in fact the 
people of the Pacific slope have been com- 
pelled to pay about 2 cents a pound more 
than the price of Cuban sugar in the East. 
SPRECKELS entered into a commercial 
agreement with the railroad monopolists 
who control transportation from the East, 
and these monopolists fixed a freight rate 
on sugar that was equivalent to an inter- 
nal prohibitoryjtariff upon Eastern sugars. 
Protected by this agreement SPRECKELS 
prospered, and exacted his own price from 
the people of the Pacific States and Terri- 
tories. 

The Nation has gained little directly 





consumer of sugar in the far West has de- 
rived no benefit from its provisions, It 
may have slightly increased our export 
trade with the islands, but that increase 
is more than counterbalanced by a loss of 
revenue. The commercial : benefits | of 
reciprocity in this instance appear to 
have been secured exclusively by Ha- 
waiian planters and speculators who have 
gone to the islands from this country or 
some of the possessions of Great Britain. 
These benefits have been offset in part by 
the immigration of Chinese laborers re- 
quired for the development of the sugar 
and rice industries. One year and a half 
ago there were 16,000 Chinese on the 
islands, and 4,000 more were on the way. 
They were then steadily depriving the 
natives of their means of support. This 
immigration has been for the islands one 
evil result of the treaty. 

The advantages which make up for Joss 
of revenue and compensate for the unfair 
commercial provisions of the treaty are 
found by the advocates of the agreement 
in the political influence acquired by the 
United States, to the exclusion of foreign 
Governments, in a region that may be- 
come a key to the commercial and naval 
situation in the Pacific Ocean. The value 
of our privileges and of our interests there 
has seemed, in the opinion of diplomatists, 
to be far greater than the value of revenue 
lost by a one-sided commercial agreement. 
Those who hold this view have prevailed 
thus far, and in all probability the treaty 
will remain in force for seven years more. 








THE QUESTION OF WEST AFRICA. 


The practical agreement by the mem- 
bers of the Berlin Conference to the propo- 
sitions of England with regard to the 
Niger River, and to the application of the 
principle of entire liberty of commerce 
both on the waters of the Congo and on 
those of the Niger, leaves only the ques- 
tion of the territorial claims of the various 
powers to be settled, with one or two 
minor questions. The territorial claims 
are, as we have already remarked, com- 
plex, and to some extent conflicting, but 
the chief difficulty in adjusting them is 
removed by the acceptance of the prin- 
ciple of free commerce. The various 
claims—and certainly they are ~ suf- 
ficiently varied and _ sufficiently scat- 
tered—have arisen for the most part 
in a nearly accidental fashion. Where- 
ever merchants of any nation—En- 
glish, French, German, Spanish, and, to a 
less degree,’ Portuguese—have seen a 
chance for trade they have established 
trading houses or ‘‘ factories.” When, in 
extending their enterprises, they have got 
into trouble with neighboring natives or 
with merchants of another nationality, 
they have appealed to their home Gov- 
ernments for aid and protection, and 
where this has been granted the national 
flag has been unfurled, Consuls or Com- 
mercial Agents have been appointed, and 
a claim to jurisdiction has arisen. When 
these claims have conflicted as between 
two Governments the principle of priority 
of discovery or occupation has been ap- 
pealed to, and this has been sometimes 
complicated by the relations of the home 
Governments. 

In this way it now happens that the 
various European nations lay claim to 
widely separated areas of territory of 
different size and character on the west 
coast of Africa, from north of Cape Verd 
to the extremity of the continent at the 
Cape of Good Hope. Of these the most 
important are the English possessions in 
South Africa and on the north coast of 
the Gulf of Guinea; the Portuguese pos- 
sessions south of the River Congo, which 
Portugal also claims to extend north of 
that river and embracing its delta; the 
French possessions in Senegambia, ex- 
tending west to the upper waters of 
the \ Niger; the possessions : of — the 
same nation north and _ south of 
Cape ‘ Lopez and bending southwest 
to the right bank of the Congo at Stan- 
ley’s Pool; the newly acquired or claimed 
German possessions lying along the coast 
north of Cape Colony; the possessions of 
the ‘ International African Association, 
somewhat vaguely defined along. the 
Congo from its mouth to the left bank of 
Stanley’s Pool, and embracing a series of 
stations stretching a little south of east 
across the continent to Mozambique. Be- 
sides these there are small stations and 
islands belonging to or claimed by the 
various nations all along the coast and 
most numerous from Cape Verd to the 
mouth of the Congo. 

It is 4 curious and unprecedented fact 
in the history of the relations of the West- 
ern nations to the uncivilized or slightly 
civilized peoples that the former are now 
engaged in determining, by common con- 
sent after discussion, the fortunes of 
millions of human beings who have 
hardly a knowledge of the existence of 
Europe. But arbitrary as such a proceed- 
ing must be confessed to be, it is far less 
so than that by which India was dis- 
posed of first by the French and English 
at war with each other, and then by the 
successful Government, or, to take an ex- 
ample nearer home, than the process by 
which the Indian populations of America 
;were made to accept the fate decreed 
to them by the settlers from England, 
France, Spain, and Holland. Certainly 
the native Africans are not likely to suffer, 
and their descendants must gain greatly by 
the definite application to their future in- 
tercourse with Europeans of the principle 
that all alike shall share in whatever trade 


shall practice in Africa the grasping 
monopoly and the unchecked exactions 
known on this continent and in Asia. The 
competition of the various European na- 
tions must tend to secure a greater degree 
of justice to the Africans as well as a more 
rapid development of trade. 

Meanwhile there is a singular revival of 
the old American spirit indicated by the 
. proposal to the conference by Americans, 
through Mr. SANFORD, of a plan for a rail- 
way around the great falls of the River 
Congo. These falls are an impassable bar- 
rier to navigation, and it is only on land 
that communication can be completed be- 
tween the broad waters of the Lower 
Congo and those which open up a navi- 
gable way beyond for more than a thou- 
sand miles into aregion described as being

MAYOR EDSQN’S EXHIBITION. 


The interview of the Mayor yesterday 
with the representatives of the County 
| Democracy was a notable meeting. It 
was notable for the stolid frankness with 
which the Mayor avowed the theory, which 
he had before only put in practice, that 
public office is a personal perquisite. Itis 
true that the delegates of the County 
Democracy did not afflict him by the 
exhibition of ‘any standard of official 
morals higher than his own. But they 
are not Mayors, nor yet officeholders, 
and so we need make no remarks 
upon them further than to express regret 
that Mr. OLNEY should have been in such 
questionable company. Though now prac- 
tically an ex-officeholder, Mr. OLNEY has 
administered his trust on very different 
principles from those on which he and 
his associates tried to negotiate a dicker 
with the Mayor. If he had not, instead 
of going out of office with the confidence 
and respect'of his fellow-citizens, he would 
be going out as Mayor Epson is going out. 
We will not be impolite by being more 
precise. 

The County Democracy urged the re- 
appointment of Mr. THOMPSON and Mr. 
LacoMBE. They demanded both appoint- 
ments with the same urgency and on 
the same ground—that the County De- 
mocracy had claims upon the Mayor 
which he was bound to satisfy by taking 
the men they picked out for the offices to 
which they were entitled. . 

The Mayor had a capital chance to re- 
mind these importunate delegates that he 
was not the Mayor of the County Democ- 
racy, nor of Tammany Hall, nor yet of 
the Republican machine, but of the city 
of New-York, and that the public inter- 
est, which the delegates left out of view, 
was the only thing that ought to be kept 
in view, Such a speech would have been 
ridiculous, it is true, coming out of Mayor 
Epson’s mouth and belied by all his offi- 
cial acts. But it would have been a piece 
of the homage that vice pays to virtue. 
Instead of intimating that the welfare of 
the people of New-York and the fitness of 
a man to the post he was chosen to fill had 
something to do with the matter, the 
Mayor cheerfully chimed in with the the- 
ory of the delegates about the Mayoralty, 
that it was an office ordained to apportion 
the taxes of the city between the . incum- 
bent of it and the men who had been most 
instrumental in getting him into it. He 
took issue only on the facts. He had not 
broken faith with the County Democracy, 
and the County Democracy had no par- 
ticular claims on him. When he. had 
asked them what they wanted they had 
paid no attention to his inquiry. * At the 
last election the County Democracy had 
‘nominated and supported for Mayor a 
man who was bitterly opposed to him.” 

Thereupon Mr. DEVELIN observed that 
the nomination of Mr. Grace ‘‘ was not 
the choice of the County Democracy, and 
a good many of our organization accepted 
him with great reluctance,” a most grati- 
fying statement, inasmuch as Mr. DEVELIN 
would never have made it if he had not 
absolutely despaired of getting the nom- 
ination of Mr. THOMPSON out of Mayor 
Grace. But look at the attitude of the 
Mayor—the ‘‘ business man’s Mayor,” too, 
save the mark! Here he is, not only 
acting on but avowing the notion that 
the business of a Mayor is pursuing 
and overtaking and dividing the spoil 
with the single purpose of rewarding his 
friends and punishing his enemies. The 
County Democracy supported a man who 
was bitterly opposed to ‘‘me,” and there- 
fore ‘‘ 1” will bitterly oppose the man whom 
the County Democracy supports. Why, 
really, who on earth is Mayor Epson that 
he should imagine that municipal}politics, 
even from the very low point of view 
from which he surveys them, are to turn 
on his personal likes and dislikes? He has 
no following except what his possession 
of his office will -give him for the 
next twenty days. He is not even a boss. 
He is not even a district leader.‘ He is 
thedummy and stalking horse of spoils- 
men, who knew much better what they 
were about when they picked him out 
than the innocent voting public imagined. 
Perhaps the innocent voting public will 
know better next time, and will be con- 
vinced that a man may havea talent for 
options in wheat, and be really eminent 
in operations for arise in whisky, without 
being on that account any more fit, mor- 
ally or intellectually, to administer the 
affairs of a great city than the man who 
sweeps out his office. 











* POLITICAL SERVICE REFORM. 


We have learned fromthe friends of 
the political ‘‘ machine” the terrible evils 
of civil service reform. It is, so they tell 
us, sure to create an office-holding caste, 
and it is unfair because it proposes to give 
offices to men because they answer cer- 
tain prescribed questions and not because 
they are honest and intelligent voters. 

It is painful to find that the machine 
Republicans are adopting what they con- 
ceive to be a sort of political service re- 
form that recalls the alleged evils of the 
civil service reform. Many Republican 
associations have determined to admit 
men to membership in the party, not on 
the ground that they can poll votes, but 
because they can answer certain ques- 
tions. Hereafter the man who wants to 
join a Republican association, to labor for 
the Republican cause, and to vote the Re- 
publican ticket—where it is possible to do 
s0—is to be compelled to suhmit to an ex- 
amination. It is true that he is not asked 
to give a list of the Roman Emperors or 
to tell what was the governmental system 
which existed in ancient Carthage, but he 
is required to prove that he voted for Mr. 
BLAINE, 

There is evidently a determination on 
the part of the machine managers to make 
the Republican Party a caste, to which no 
one can be admitted except by inherit- 
ance an@ a life of undefiled straight vot- 
ing. The honest and intelligent man who 
cannot pass the examination in regard to 
his Jast Presidential vote is to be kept 
out. Is his. vote not as strong and effi- 
cient as the vote of JoHNNY O'BRIEN him- 
self? Is there anything in the moral law 





or in the laws of nature which renders 
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Party? Clearly, there is not, and yet be- 
cause he cannot pass an examination he 
is held to be unfit to be a Republican. 

The poison of civil service reform has 
obviously fastened upon the machine man- 
agers, and it is to be feared that they will 


grow worse and worse. They may not 


long content themselves with requiring 
all applicants for admission to Republican 
associations |to prove that they voted for 
BLAINE, and it'is quite possible that new 
tests—such as ability to pass an examina- 
tion in Mr. BLAINe’s great historical work— 
will be added. Fortunately, no man can 
be deprived of the right of suffrage by 
being excluded from a Republican associa- 
tion, 


A NEW MOTOR. 

Whatever may be the fate of the Keely 
motor, we areapparently on the threshold 
of equally grand discoveries destined to 
supersede our present motors—the steam 
engine, the horse, and the donkey. 

The new perfume motor, just invented 
by Prof. TYNDALL, was originally sug- 
gested by CROOKE’s discovery that the 
radiating energy of sunlight could be 
made to move a small machine. It at 
once occurred to Prof. TyNDALL that if 
radiating light could be utilized as a mo- 
tive power radiating perfume could be 
utilized in a similar way. That perfume 
is the radiation of indefinitely small par- 
ticles of matter is the universally accepted 
theory. These particles must necessarily 
produce a certain amount of energy in 
coming in contact with other matter, and 
that this energy can be utilized as a mo- 
tive power appeared certain to the distin- 
guished inventor. 

Without reciting the successive steps by 
which this idea grew into a visible ma- 
chine, it will be sufficient to mention some 
of the results which have been already 
achieved. The wheelof the perfume mo- 
tor is set in motion whenever any perfume 
exerting a force of .016 ‘‘ahms”’—as the 
measure of this new force is called—im- 
pinges upon it. A faint perfume moves 
the wheel slowly, and in proportion to the 
strength of the perfume the wheel revolves 
with greater or less rapidity. 

So far only three perfumes—those of 
musk and of garlic and the ‘‘ Compound 
Perfume of Hunter’s Point”—furnish suf- 
ficient power to make the new motor an 
efficient rival t6 steam; though it is sup- 
posed that Roquefort cheese will sooner 
or later .be utilized. Musk exerts a 
power of 3,000 ahms to the square inch. 
Garlic is a little less powerful, while the 
‘‘Compound Perfume” has a power of 
7,200 ahms, . With the help of musk a load 
three-fourths as heavy as that drawn by 
the largest locomotive on the London and 
Northwestern Railway can be drawn at a 
speed of forty miles an hour, but with 
the ‘‘Compound Perfume of Hunter’s 
Point” exactly twice as much power as is 
obtained by steam can be obtained at a 
cost of less than a’ quarter that of steam. 

The new perfume motor will hence in 
all probability be worked by the ‘‘ Com- 
pound Perfume,” except in places where 
musk can be obtained at a much cheaper 
rate. The attention of Prof. TYNDALL 
was called to the former perfume when 
visiting . America, and when he was 
searching for the most powerful of all 
perfumes he: immediately recalled _ his 
American nasal experience and sent’ for 
acarboy of the ‘* Compound Perfume.” 
He is completely satisfied with it, and has 
already made proposals to the Long Island 
Railroad Company to supply it with per- 
fume motors, to be worked entirely with 
the perfume of Hunter’s Point, at a cost 
of not more than one-eighth of the present 
annual cost of the locomotives operated 
by the company. 














The project of an American | exhibition 
in London during the year 1886 seems now 
to be well under way. If the exhibition 
is to take place a failure in any important 
department in which an attempt at repre- 
sentation is made would be a national dis- 
credit. This result everybody would view 
with chagrin, no matter what his opinion 
might have been in the first place upon 
the probable usefulness of the ex- 
hibition. If it is well managed the 
exhibition may be of very great use 
to us.. In the meantime what the pro- 
jectors ask of the Government is simply 
that the Government exhibit at New-Or- 
leans, which is said to be complete and 
creditable, should be kept together and 
transported to London. The request seems 
perfectly reasonable. The collection: is 
already made, and is presumably for 
the most part useless except for pur- 
poses of exhibition. The only expense 
the s second presentation of it will 
entail upon the Government is that of 
storage after the New-Orleans exhibition 
is over until the time comes for shipment, 
of transportation to London, and of main- 
tenance and exposition to the best advan- 
tage while there. While the cost of mak- 
ing such a collection originally for the 
London exhibition might deter Congress 
from voting the necessary appropriation, 
the expense of preserving and re-exhibit- 
ing it is too trifling to be considered in 
view of the result to be attained. 








The silver caskets and other costly gifts 
made to the retiring Governor-General of British 
India are the relics of a custom which has done 
more to impoverish Hindostan than any other 
on record. It is native etiquette to make a 
“nuzzur” (present) to every new ruler, and to 
greet in the same way the resignation of any 
leading official. These gifts are often so costly 
as almost to beggar the unfortunate Rajahs who 
bestow them, but if blamed for their imprudence 
they think the one word “* dustoor”’ (custom) an 
amply sufficient answer. A much more rational 
tribute of respect was paid to Lord MAyo (the 
ill-fated Viceroy whom a Moslem fanatic mur- 
dered in 1874) by his friend the Maharajah of 
Jeypoor, one of the most enlightened Eastern 
Princes now living, who named the splendid 
native infirmary that he had built beside his 
palace **the Mayo Hospital.”’ Shortly before 
the death of Gen. JOHN NICHOLSON, who so 
greatly distinguished himself before Delbi in 
1857, the Hindus built a shrine to him and wor- 
shiped him as a god under the title of ** Nikkul 
Seyn,” despite all the efforts of the worthy Gen- 
eral himself, who was much more disgusted than 
flattered by this singular compliment.

; ““Don Juan” was represented at the 
Metropolitan Opera House last night. The pro- 
duction of Mozart’s opera enlisted the services 
of most of the prominent artists of the com- 
pany, and it introduced, besides, a songstress who 
had not previously been heard, Friiulein Bely, 
who sang Zerlina. The largest share of the 
honors of the evening was borne off by 
Frau Schroeder-Hanfstaeng], whose Donna 
Anna, from a dramatic as well as a lyric 
standpoint, was an admirable performance. 
This prima donna is one of the few artists of 
the age in whose style the grace and beauty 
of Italian methods are combined with the sin- 
cerity and accent of singers of the German 
school. From this it will be inferred that the 
lovely numbers of Mozart’s score, in which 
the influence of Italian masters and memories is 
perceptible in every measure, lost none of their 
honeyed sweetness at her hands. Commencing 
with “Or sai che’ onore,” in which expression 
and purely sensuous beauty of progression and 


tone are so happily united, Mme. Schroeder- 
Hanssfaengl’s singing an! acting may_ be 
described as of the very highest order. Herr 
Robinson’s Don Juan would have been quite 
worthy of a place beside the Donna Anna of the 
evening—forjHerr Robinson, too, can produce 
his tones and phrase a cantabile passage with all 
the elegance required by the laws of the bel 


canto, and, moreover, present a character 
like Don Juan_ with all desirable pict- 
uresqueness and  ease—but tne German 


baritone was a trifle hoarse, and *“* La ci darem”’ 
and ** Finch’ han dal’ vino”’ suffered somewhat 
from his indisposition. Herr Udvardi's Don 
Ottavio was the most successful effort the tenor 
can thus far be credited with. Herr Udvardi’s 
voice is light, but it: is sweet and even, 
and im music of moderate range and in 
situations in which there is little or -no 
dramatic action it impresses one most agree- 
ably.

PRESIDENT ARTHUR ASKED TO START’ THE 
MACHINERY BY TELEGRAPH. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—A delegation of 
Congressmen, headed by Commissioner-Gen- 
eral Morehead, of the New-Orleans Exposition, 
and Senators Lamar and Hampton, called upon 
the President to-day and invited him, in view of. 
his inability to be present at the opening of 
the exposition, to take part in the ceremonies 


while he remained in Washington. It is pro- 
posed to connect the White House with the Ex- 
position Buildings at New-Orleans by telegraph. 
At noon on the 16th inst., in the presence of his 
Cahinet, members of Congress, Judges, Govern- 
ment officials, and foreign representatives, the 
President is expected to start the machinery of 
the exposition by electricity. President Arthur 
will probably give his answer to the delegation 
to-morrow. 

The following letter has been sent by Mr. 
Morehead to Speaker Carlisle: 

**I am instructed by the board of management of the 
Worid’s Industrial and Cotton Centennial Xxposition 
to invite the House of Representatives to participate 
in the opening ceremonies in the city of New-Orleans 
Dec. 16. In obedience to these instructions I have the 
honor to request that you communicate this invitation 
to the honorable body over which you preside.’’ 

A similar communication was sent to Senator 
Edmunds inviting the Senate to be present at 
the opening.

A LARGE FIRE IN PHILADELPHIA 
~~ 
BUILDINGS DESTROYED, PERSONS INJURED, 
AND THE LOSS $200,000. 

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 10.—A few minutes 
before 3 o'clock this morning fire proke out in 
the extensive furniture manufactory of Clark 
Brothers & Co..Nos. 239, 241, and 243 Levant-strect. 
The flames spread so rapidly that a second alarm 
was sent out at 3:05 o’clock, and with the in- 
creased force of firemen it was thought the fira 
would soon be subdued. Instead of this it 
burned with greater flerceness than ever, and it 
was deemed best.to send out another alarm. 
This was done at 3:48. Shortly after the firemen 


who were called to the scene by this last alarm 
arvived tbe south wall of the building, six stories 
in height, feil outward, crushing in 10 houses 
onasmall thoroughfare known as Fairbank’s 
Court. Before the firemen had time to get out 
of the way the front wall also fell outward. As- 
sistant Foreman Kugier, ot Engine Company 
No. 11, was struck in the head with a brick. and 
fell unconscious. John Tolbaldt, aged 8 years, 
of No. 207 South Second-street, had his leg 
broken. Foreman McGehan, ot Engine Com- 
pony No. 17, was struck in the head by a fiying 

oard. Kugler and Tobaldt were taken to the 
hos ital. The crushed buildings were tenanted 
by families in humble circumstances. They had 
barelv time to escape, and lost everything but 
the clothes they had on. One of the houses 
was occupied by a German family named 
Kozengarten—one of the children, a boy, 
about 13, was in the house when it was crushed 
under the falling wall, and for half an hour was 
hemmed in intheroom. The joistsand flooring of 
one of the upper rooms had fallen in such 2 way 
as to prevent him from escaping. He was found 
by his mother unhurt, except a small wound on 
oat on where he had been struck by a 

rick. 

Clark Brothers & Co. estimate their loss at 
$80,000, upon which there was an insurance of 
$60,000. he building belonged to the T. RB. 
Bailey estate, and was vaiued at $60,000, partly 
insured.- Many small shopkeepers in the neigh. 
borhood suffered severe damages from water 
The total loss will reach nearly $200,000. 





HUNTING A JAGUAR. 





ONE WHICH ESCAPED FROM A MENAGERIA 
CAUSES A SENSATION, 

Dayton, Ohio, Dec. 10.—Last evening 
Barrett’s Circus passed through this city on its 
way East, but was stopped by’ a burned bridge 
on the Cleveland, Cincinnati ana Columbus Rail- 
road, near Enon, 17 miles from here. A monster 


jaguar escaped from its cage, and was not heard 
from by the owner, J. L. Shoemate,until morning. 
The beast tled rapidly across the country,alarming 
persons who were up late, stampeding cattie, 
wounding many of them, and killing and suck- 
.ing the blood of others. About midnight the 
beast had reached the vicinity of Dryden's Mills, 
tive miles south of here, where William ‘Lesher, a 
farmer, was awakened by a great commotion in 
his hog pen.. Having got w» gun and lantern 
he, with a neighbor, went to the pen, where 
they tound one dead hog and the jaguar 
killing another. Lesher shot the animal in the 
hind part; it jumped at the men and chased them 
into the house; it then fled down the turnpike. 
The whole country was alarmed, and 100 men 
with rifles, searched all night. At daylight, in 
answer to two women who made signals of dis- 
tress, the men hastened to their relief and found 
epee in an outhouse, where they shot it 
ead. 





BOUNTY FED CANADIAN FISH. 

Ottawa, Dec. 10.—The fishery bounty, te 
pay which Parliament tor the past two sessions 
has voted $150,000, has been grossly misapplied 
to further political ends. In fact it is Lelieved 
to be nothing less than a corruption fund for 
electioneering purposes. The returns which have 
been compiled by the Department of Fisheries 
show that a bounty has been paid upon, in some 
cases, three and four times the quantity of tish 
that the census and the fishery officers’ returns 
show to have been caught. If the returns 
of the bounty claims can be relied on some 


small villages have caught more fish 
than the census returns show to have been 
caught in two whole counties. The hounty 


system and the means adopted for the collecting 
of information, piaces a premium upon perjury. 
It is also stated that while the American Govern- 
ment. through the Boston Fish Bureau and 
otherwise, has been collecting statistics and facts 
it anticipation of the new treaty negotiations, 
the Dominion Government has taken no steps 
whatever in the matter. Prominent gentlemen 
who had something to do with the present 
treatv, say that the Americans will plead the 
Canadian fishing bounty as a valid reason for 
refusing to admit Canadian fish into their mar- 
kets on the same terms astheirown: The pres- 
ent Government used to protest against the 
American system of giving a bounty on sugar. 
Why should not Americans, on the same grounds, 
they now ask, object to competing with * boun- 
ty-ted” Canadian fish? 


WRECK OF A TRAIN PREVENTED. 

CuicaGo, Dec. 10.—Monday afternoon A. 
w. Simpson, living in Jefferson, while walking 
on the track of the Chicago. Milwaukee. and St. 
Paul Railroad, near Fortieth-street, found a 
heavy iron rod used for bracing puposes on pas- 
senger coaches placed upright in a cattle guard. 
To steady it, ties and stones had been piled 
about the base. Sinipson removed the obstruction, 
and looking about to see who had placed it there 
saw two men in the distance, who were rapidly 
walking away. He notified some of the trackmen 
who, after ‘a chase, caught the men. Special 
Officers White and Huyes were sentfor. They 
brought the prisoners into the city and locked 
them up at the Des Plaines-Street Station, 
where they gave theirnames as Herman Buil- 
man and Julius Prebs, aged 23 and 24 years, re- 
spectively. They claim to live in Lake View. 
They. were arraigned before Justice C.J. White 
to-day charged with obstructing steam cars. 
Officer Wood, of the Milwaukee Roaa, 
stated that the fast express: trom Milwaukee 
passed shortly after the removal of the obstruc- 
tion, which, he explained, would have ditched 
the entire train. rebs pleaded guiity to the 
charge, and, in reply to questionsas to his motive 
for obstructing the track, said he “did it for 
fun.” Bulilman denied all knowledge of the af- 
fair. Both men were, however, held to the 
Grand Jury in $5,000 bondseach. The prisoners 
have no occupations and bear bad reputations. 
Their object, unless it be a malicious desire to de 
mischief, is unknown. 











HER PENSION ARRIVES AT LAST. 

CuicaGco, Dee. 10.—Mrs. Ida Froelich, 
of No. 404 North Ashland-avenue, to-day re- 
ceived the welcome news that herclaim for a 
pension on behalf of her husband had been al. 
lowed and that she would receive £10,900 back 
— and $72a month hereafter. She came 
ere from New-Orleans, ber iamily consisting of 
Her husband wes de- 
mented on account, as alleged, of injuries and 
exposure while a soldier in a Louisiana rewi- 
mént. They were very poor, but she managed 
by hard work to keep all underone root until 
1868, when she was obliged to ask the county 
authorities to take charge of her husband, 
as he wasincurably insane. She was appointed 
conservator tor him, and over 10 years: ugo ap- 
plied for a pension. She had no difficulty in 
showing his condition, after her arriva! here, but 
was without means to send to New-Orleang 
to get the testimony of men who served 
in the army with bim. She was unabie to 
write English, so she ‘wrote in German to those 
who had known her husband and herself-in New- 
Orleans, and at last succeeded in making-a prima 
facie case. _The papers were then turned over to 
Gen. Stibbs, Supervising Examiper of Pensions 
in this distriet, and he completed the evidence 
which established her claim beyond question.

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MAYOR EDSON VERY BITTER

ACCUSING THE COUNTY DEMO- 
CRATS OF BAD FAITH. 
COMPLAINING BECAUSE THEY ELECTED MR. 
GRACE —~NO NOMINATIONS MADE, AS 

THEY WOULD NOT BE CONFIRMED. 


Mayor Edson told Alderman O’Neil, at 
71 o’clock yesterday morning, that he would 
spend to the Common Council when it met nom- 
inations of successors to Commissioner Thomp- 
son and Corporation Counsel Lacombe. At 11:30 
the Mayor made a like statement to several 
other gentlemen who calledon him. Atlo’clock 
the Council met, remained in session balf an 
hour, transacted a little unimportant business, 
and adjourned without receiving any communi- 
cation whatever from the Mayor. 

Careful canvassing by the Mayor and his Tam- 
many associates had convinced them that there 
were not sufficient votes at their disposal to con- 
firm the nominations Mr. Edson proposed to 
make, and they did not dare risk rejection. The 
opponents of the Mayor and his scheme for bol- 
stering up Tammany’s shaky fortunes had cap- 
tured two Tammany Aldermen and split the Re- 
publican contingent3n twain. The Mayor and 
bis friends saw defeat before them and decided 
to stave it off as long as possible. 

Although the Mayor did not leave his office 
till inthe evening Tuesday he was down betimes 
yesterday mornine. Loungers gathered about 
the City Hall early, and several of the Aldermen 
arrived before 10 o'clock. Shortiy after that 
hour the County Democracy members of the 
board walkea together into the Mayor's office, 
where Mr. Edson sat at work. Alderman Jaehne 
acted asspokesman, and after referring to the 
appointments to be made said that when the 
Mayor was nominated it was understood that he 
would not alter the political complexion 
of any of the boards or departments 
so far as the representation of the Tam- 
many and County Democracy factions 
were concerned. The County Democracy had 
consistently and honestly supported him, and 
now asked for the reappointment of Messrs. 
Thompson and Lacombe. They had understood 
that such reappointments were to be made or 
they would have called upon him before. He 
knew that the gentlemen named were the only 
choice of the County Democracy. 

The Mayor replied that he did not think the 
County Democracy had treated bim fairly at all 
in regard to the Mayoralty. 

Alderman Jaehne insisted that the organiza- 
tion had, and added that the Mayor knew that 
he was the choice of the County Democracy for 
Mayor, but he also knew he could not have been 
elected if nominated. 

“1 am not satisfied as to that,”’ said the Mayor. 
Then he told the Aldermen that he would send 
in nominations to the Council when it met that 
would be satisfactory. 

The Aldermen went away, and at 11 o’clock 
another del tion entered the Mayor's office. 
This consisted of John C. Develin, District At- 
torney-elect Martine, Police Justices Powers and 
White, District Attorney Olney,and James J. 
Kelso. Mr. Develin acted as spokesman, and 
after referring to the appointments, told the 
Mayor that the County Democracy had 
always been loyal to him and felt that 
it was entitled to some _ recognition. It 
asked that Messrs. Thompson and Lacombe 
be reappointed. In talking to his visitors the 
Mayor spoke with much bitterness. He said that 
for over a yearand one-half the leaders of the 
County Democracy had fought shy of bis office. 
It hed even gone further and nominated and 
elected to the Mayoralty the only prominent 
Democrat opposed to him. “ Why,” said the 
Mayor, “*Ibad an appointment with a prom- 
inent County Democrat, and he neither kept it 
nor sent me an apology.” 

** Who was it?” asked Mr. Develin. “Tell us 
ana we wilistring him up by the heels.” 

* William C. Whitney,” answered the Mayor. 

“Oh! Whitney,” said the visitors in unison. 
** Ho never keeps an appointment.” 

**Aand besides,” said Mr. Develin, “he hasn’t 
been a member of our organization for a long 
time.” 

** As to Mr. Grace,” said Mr. Develin, *‘he was 
not the choice of the County Democracy. In 
lact, a good many of the members of our organ- 
(zation accepted him with great reluctance. But 
ne was nominated by the Citizens’ Committee. 
There was no choice to the County Democracy 
except the nomination ot the Citizens’ Commit- 
tee or defeat. Better judgment and good coun- 
gel prevailed, and we decided to give our adher- 
ence to Mr. Grace. The committee and the 
County Democracy represented the same senti- 
ment. The voters of that sentiment would, if 
a separate nomination had been made, have been 
divided and defeat been a necessary conse- 
guence. If the Citizens’ Committee had nomin- 
ated you, Sir, the County Democracy, for the 
bame reasons, would have given you their sup- 
port.” 

If the Mayor desired to express dissent from 
Mr. Develin’s views he had no opportunity, for 
District Attorney Olney promptly addressed 
him. Mr. Olney urged the reappointment of 
Corporation Counsel Lacombe. “When Mr. 
Lacombe was elevated to his present position in 
June last." he said, *“*the appointment received 
the approbation generally of tbe, press and 

ublic. His administration of the office has 

en most creditable to him and advantageous 
to the city, and also to the general satisfaction of 
the public. I fully agree with what Mr. Deve- 
lin has said concerning Mr. Lacombe’s reap- 
pointment.” 

Atter praising Mr. Thompson and urging his 
reappointment, Mr. Olney said: *“*1t was cer- 
tainly understooa at the time of your nomina- 
tion and election that you were the union candi- 
date of the various rival Democratic organiza- 
tions. It wus also understood that while Mayor 

ou would not attempt to build up one organ- 

zation at the expense of another, but would 
hold a true and even balance between them. 
This understanding arose from the situation in 
which you, as a man of honor, found your- 
self placed in accepting the nomination 
of these rival organizations. Further than 
the obligation that aman of honor placed in 
such a position would necessarily teel binding 
upon him of course there was no bargain. Noth- 
ing bas been done or omitted to be done by the 
County Democracy since your election as Mayor 
or during your adminvistration, to in any way 
change or alter the situation as far as I know.” 

** Now, as a lawyer, Mr. Olney,’’said the May- 
or, “‘ you must admit that an understanding be- 
tween two business men requires good faith on 
both sides, and—”’ ; : 

Mr. Olney—I am not speaking of the ques- 
_— as alawyer, but am referring now to the 

acts. 

The Mayor said he was sorry a misunderstand- 
ing had arisen between him and the organization 
represented by his visitors, and the latter with- 
drew. The Mayor retired into his private office, 
whither Gen. Spinola soon followed him. Alder- 
man Kirk followed Gen. Spinola. Whether asa 
result of these interviews or not, a private mes- 
senger was dispatched with a note to Mr. Deve- 
lin. In this note the. Mayor informed Mr. Deve- 
lin that he had decided to postpone the nomina- 
tions for a few cays. Alderman McLoughlin, the 
Tammany representative trom the Fifteenth 
District, wastakent the Hall in a carriage and 
escorted to the Mayor's office. The Alderman is 
ill and looking very badly. 

* Is it necessary for this man to remain at the 
Hall.” asked Alderman Kirk of the Mayor, 
pointing to Alderman McLougblin as he spoke. 

“No,” said the Magor, “ it is not.” Alderman 
McLoughlin drove away and the Tammany men 
knew that no nominations were to be sent in. 
The County Democrats and Republicans were in 
doubt as to what the Mayor’s friends were going 
to let him do. City or Jacobus and Senator 
Gibbs flitted about in Clerk Twomey’s office 
advising,. arguing, and directing. John J. 
O’Brien and ex-Alderman Simonson arrived and 
took charge of the Republicans. Thomas F. 
Gilroy and Coroners Martin and Levy kept an 
eye on Tammany’s interests, and half a dozen 
of the lesser lights of the County Democracy 
held the fort for their men. The unwashed of 
all shades of political opinion gathered in the 
halis and talked very wisely about a situation 
as complex as has faced the local politicians for 
many months. 

When the doors to the Aldermanic chamber 
were opened at 12:45 half a dozen policemen 
shouted and shoved the crowd which burst 
into the room. When the seats were filled the 
spectators were packed into corners like her- 
rings stood onend. Most of the statesmen who 
bad been at work in Clerk Twomey’s office 
crowded into the room and continued giving 
directions to their Aldermen. Gilroy and Cor- 
over Martin gave President: Kirk tbe ** points” 
which he lacked, and the President cailed the 
board to order. The room was so densely packed 
that the Aldermen and leaders moving about had 
to force their way through the crowd. 

A report was received from the Committee on 
Streets, recommending that the Underground 
Electric Company be permitted to lay its wires 
and conductors underground, paying to the city 
for the privilege 1 cent per lineal foot of street 
opened. This was laid over. John E. Brodsky 
advised and assumed direction of the Republic- 
ans in the absence of his chiet, O’Brien, and lit- 
tle knots of plotters gathered and broke like 
soap bubbles. 

All at once Alderman Miller, Republican, 
caught President Kirk’s eye and moved that 
when the Council adjourn it dosoto meet Fri- 
day at 1 o’clock. Alderman De Lacy, County 
Democrat, moved an amendment that the aa- 
journment be to Monday next. The amendment 
was lost by a vote of 11to 12, and, curiously 
enough, there was a round of applause in the 
rear of the chamber. Alderman Grant moved 
that an adjournment beto Saturday, but there 
was no second. Then Alderman Jaehne, County 
Democrat, moved that the adjournment be to 
1:30 P. M. Monday. “ Tommy” Sheils, alleged in- 
dependent, mvvyed to table the question. His 
motion was lost and the vote recurred on the 
motion of Alderman Jachbne. It was evident 
that it had been determined that the vote on this 
motion was to be considered asa sort of test of 
the strength of the Mayor’s friends and oppo- 
nents, and thecalling of the roll was watched 
with close interest.

An analysis of the vote on the mo- 
tion to adionrn to Monday shows that with the 
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six County Democrats there voted two Tam- 
many men and five Republicans, and that with 
the six Tammany men there voted three Repub- 
licans and one independent. Of those counted 
as Tammany men, Farley still retains a quasi 
connection with the Connty Democracy organi- 
zation, but as his vote is and wili be with Tam- 
many he may be counted as part of its strength.

From it 
should be subtracted Aldermen Waite and O’Con- 
nor, who upon the same question wii! not vote 
with Tammany. Alderman Waite is known to be 
friendly to the nomination of Commissioner 
Thompson, while Alderman O’Connor carries in 
his breast pocket a statement of his position, 
which it is generally believed is farremoved from 
the Tammany roosting-place. These changes 
would give to the opponents of the Mayor 15 
votes and to his friends 9. It is confidently 
stated by those in a position to know that at no 
time while he remains in office will the Mayor be 
able to get more than 9 votes for the confirma- 
tion of any appointment of a successor to Com- 
missioner Thompson he may make, unless the 
appointee be Mr. Thompson himself or some- 
body that gentleman may select. It is even as- 
serted that when it comes to a question of con- 
firming Fitz John Porter there will be 16 votes 
and, perhaps, 17, instead of 15, against him. 

ter the Council adjourned most of the 
Aldermen hurried away. Later inthe afternoon 
they dropped in at the City Hall and talked over 
the events of the day. It wasclear to the Courty 
Democrats that, if they could hold their own, 
Mayor Edson and his clique were powerless.

POLITICIANS WHO VISITED HIM AT ALBANY 
YESTERDAY. 

ALBANY, Dec. 10.—The gossip about 
President Cleveland’s Cabinet was given a fresh 
impetus this afternoon by the arrival here of 
three promineat Democrats. The first was Mr. 
William C. Whitney, of New-York. The fre- 
quency of his visits has impressed politicians 
with the idea that heenjoys very fully President- 
elect Cleveland’s confidence, and is more likely 
than any other New-York man to havea port- 


folio at Washington, while his name is commonly 
associated with the Attorney-Generalship. It is 
not now considered altogether certain that he 
will be chosen for that place. It is thought that 
perhaps his legal experience has not been sufii- 
ciently extended to meet all the requirements of 
the office. and it is rumored to-night that he 
may be offered a department where an ener- 
getic young man with good executive ability 
will beable to do excellent work.

Several mining contract- 
ors from the coal regions have endeavored to se- 
cure the right to sink asbaft to the vein and 
work it if it proves to be one of any extent, but 
the owner of the land has refused all their of- 
fers and is putting down a shaft at his own ex- 
pense. If he finds coal in quantity correspond- 
ing with its quality immediate steps will be taken 
to open mines on adjoining farms. Already 
stock sufficient to build a road from the spot to 
the Elmira and Cortland Railroad at Chicago 
Station has been subscribed for pending the re- 
sult of Ladd’s test. The prospective importance 
of the discovery has causea a marked apprecia- 
tion in the value of real estate in the vicinity, 
and speculators are obtaining control of all the 
land they can. 





GLOVES AND SHOE LEATHER. 

GLOVERSVILLE, N. Y., Dec. 10.—A board 
of trade is to be organized at Gloversville for 
the protection of the glove manufacturers, who 
bave met with heavy losses of late from the 
overbuying of customers. One Western dealer 
recently caught the county for some $25,000. 
The association is to have a plan for the protec- 
tion of all its members, who are to report their 
sales to the Secretary, and the trade wil] thus be 
notified of all the purchases made. 

The shoe leather business is a new industry 
that has lately sprung intoexistence here. Seven 
firms are now engaged atit,and new ones are 
being started. The boom has also reached Johns- 
town. Mills that have Jain idle for years are be- 
ing broughtinto use. Itis thought that it isto 
be the business of the future, asthe glove in- 
dustry is waning.

TO WARN SHIPS OF STORMS.

It has been agreed that upon the arrival 
at this port of steamships from English ports a 
description of the weather encountered by each 
vessel after passing meridian 45 shall be imme- 
diately cabled to the British Meteorological Bu- 
reau. By this means vessels about to start 
across the ocean from the other side will be 
warned concerning the weather they will have 
to encounter, and they may prepare themselves 
to meet fierce storms if any such be in their 
paths.

OHIO DEMOCRATS SEEKING OFFICE 


SENATOR-ELECT PAYNE CHARGED WITH THE 
DISTRIBUTION OF PLACES, 


@EEVELAND, Dec. 10.—The Ohio Demo- 
crats, with few exceptions, construe a Demo- 
cratic victory into a chance for office, and if the 
new Administration looks at the matter in a 
different light there will be a great many sore 
and disappointed hearts. Senator-elect Payne, 
who is said by good party authority to be 
charged with the distribution of the official 
patronage of Northern Ohio, has already agreed 
to support the Hon. A. P. Winslow for Collector 
of Customs. Mr. Winslow is rich, able, and a 
thorough politician, and: ran for Treasurer 
on the State ticket a couple of years 
ago. The present Collector is George W. 
Howe, son of the inventor of the Howe 
truss bridge, a nephew of the sewing- 
machine inventor, anda cousin by marriage to 
Col. John Hay. He has made an excellent officer, 
and intends to hold on until his time is up un- 
less removed by force. Mr. W. W. Armstrong, 
editor of the Plain Dealer, is, by universal Demo- 
cratic consent, given the first chance at the Post 

ffice. He was promised it by Tilden in 1876, by 
Hancock in 1880, and by the friends of Gov. 
Cleveland prior to the Chicago Convention, and 
his friends say that the President-elect ratified 
and made new that promis: on the occasion of 
Mr. Armstrong’s recent visit to Albany. The 
lion in his path is the present incumbent, Mr. 
Thomas Jones. He was appointeda year anda 
half ‘I by the personal influence of Senator 
John P. Jones, of Nevada, who is a brother 
of the Postmaster, and who has a close personal 
acquaintance with President Arthur. Jones’s 
commission was to extend four years, and the 
claim is set up in his behalf that he cannot be 
removed before the expiration of his time, and 
that the Senate will never contirm the appoint- 
ment of his successor. The Democrats, and 
the Plain Dealer especially, say that the place 
has got to be vacated, and that trouble will 
ensue if it is not. In this determination Mr. 
Armstrong 1s backed bv the Paynes, by Con- 
gressman Foran, by Mr. John R. McLean, anda 
majority of the Democratic Congressmen from 
Ohio. The other Cleveland Federal offices are 
sought after by a host of applicants, but no 
pledges have been given by the powers that be 
concerning any of them. 

There is a desperate, and in some respects pa- 
thetic, push being made by Democrats all 
through the Republican counties of Northern 
Obio. In Lake, Ashtabula, Lorain, Geauga, and 
Trumbull, for instance, the Republican majori- 
ties have been so permanent and continuous 
that the Democrats in them have remained such 
merely as a matter of ore. They have kept 
up their county and district organizations, held 
their local primaries and conventions, relieved 
each other inrunning hopeless races for local 
offices, and sent their delegates to State Conven- 
tions with promptness, and almost without a 
hope of reward. They have seldom been able to 
secure a home office, the Republican Adminis- 
tration at Washington has, of course, done noth- 
ing for them, and they have not often 
been placed on the State ticket because 
of the small vote their counties would be 
able to poll. Now there has fallen a ray of 
light into their lives. There is a Post Office at 
almost every cross roads. There are deputy rev- 
enue collectors to be appointed. There are mail 
agents on the lines running through their terri- 
tory, and there isthe grand centre of clerkships 
at Washington forever before their visions. 
These are the Democrats, therefore, who are the 
most bitter toward Mr, Pendleton and the civil 
service law. They express themselves loudly 
and with emphasis. They say that their years of 
faithful service are not to be recognized and re- 
warded; that they have not been given county 
or State offices, and now are to be cheated out of 
a taste of the greater feast that their devotion 
bas made possible. A great deal of this senti- 
ment will crystallize and makeitself felt in Al- 
bany and Washington between now and the 4th 
of March.

STRAY SOUTHERN NOTES 


THINGS SEEN AND HEARD DUBR- 
ING A HASTY TRIP. 
NORTH CAROLINA’S CAPITAL—THE COLOR 
LINE IN POLITICS AND TRAVEL—FEARS 
OF ‘* HOODLUM” RULE. 

WaAsHINGTON, Dec. 9.—When in Raleigh, 
N.C., about a fortnight ago, your correspond- 
ent had opportunity, although a very brief one, 
to notice some changes that had taken place 
since his last visit to the city, three years before. 
Raleigh does not grow rapidly, but its develop- 
mentin recent years has been more rapid than 
any of its citizens had expected up to the recon- 
struction period. After the Federal Govern- 
ment had erected a fine Post Office building, 
large enough to furnish accommodations for 
the internal revenue and other officers and for 
the United States Court, the old Wake County 
Court House adjoining it, and perhaps one of 
the most dilapidated and badly kept public build- 
ingsin the State, became an eyesore to even those 
citizens who had been disposed to believe that 
it was good enough for the purposes to which it 
was devoted. A spirit of improvement was 
aroused, and now one sees as the result of this 
awakening a good new red brick structure,not ex- 
travagant, yet not without ornamental features. 
The county officers are now provided with com- 
fortable quarters and are proud ofthem. If 
there were a little more attention to neatness the 
new Court House might be spoken of with en- 
thusiasm. At the same time that this new 
Court House was built the old jail behind it 
was torn down and a new one putup. When 
the old one was destroyed a disgraceful blot was 
removed from the town. When I examined the 
old jail three years ago, upon a very warm day 
in August, I found the prisoners huddled to- 
gether in one room lighted by narrow slits in 
the stone wall. The dungeon was badly venti- 
lated, there were none of the most necessary 
precautions against pollution of the place, the 
prisoners—mostly blacks—were squalid, and the 
condition of the building and the prison- 
ers was unspeakably filthy. The change ef- 
fected has been in the d@irection of re- 
form. The prisoners are provided now with cells 
in which two or more persons are confined, and 
allthe cells are inclosed in a wrought iron barred 
grating. ‘The stench in the place, however, was 
terrible, anda slight examination made it plain 
that the Warden or jailer pays no attention to 
maintaining sanitary conditions. A vile stream 
of filth flowed from the cells into a heap of ashes 
scattered near the edge of the grating, anda 
scorching hot stove kept the saturated ashes 
steaming and sending up a nauseating cloud. 
There were several prisoners who were lying ill in 
their beds close by muck heaps that engendered 
swarms of flies, even on a frosty day in Novem- 
ber. The jailer, under stricter supervision, 
would have had some of his prisoners at 
work cleaning the place, which was certainly not 
a healthful one to live in. 


The Republicans and the liberal Democrats of 
Wake County were very much disappointed be- 
cause the Democrats carried the county in the 
late election. It has beena Republican strong- 
hold, with Republican officers in most of the 
best positions, and the impression prevailed that 
it would remain a Republican stronghold for 
years to come. To the incorporation in the na- 
tional platform of the civil rights plank and to 
the immoderate conduct of the biack voters 
must be attributed the conversion of a Repub- 
lican to a Democratic majority. In North Car- 
olina, asin other Southern States, the negroes 
have made the mistake, natural enough to an 
extremely ignorant race, of concluding that the 
only course for them to pursue to maintain 
their political rights and importance was 
to force themselves into unnecessary prom- 
inence when no question about their 
rights had been brought up. Instances have 
been given of their insolent assertion of civil 
rights. As has been told of the negroes in Dan- 
ville, Va., so I heard of the Raleigh negroes that 
some of them were ill-mannered to white people 
in the streets. A most unfortunate controversy 
arose in the Republican Convention here, result- 
ing in the declaration by several negro delegates 
that they would be glad to have the white men 
who were taking part in it go back to the Demo- 
cratic Party, where they belonged. This utter- 
ance, falling upon a community already aroused 
by Democratic speakers who had been drawing 
the color line very strictly, absolutely repelling 
the votes of the colored men as undesirable, 
drove some of the most prominent men with 
liberal tendencies into the white party. Several 
names were quoted to me as those of men who 
had been voting with the Republicans, but who 
could not longer, under the circumstances, array 
themselves with black men as against whites. 


The negro in the South may have his rights in 
the courts, but there is no such thing yet as civil 
equality. Wherever you travel you find that 
the negro is expected to keep himself aloof from 
white people. On the railroads the blacks do 
not presume to use the first class coaches, al- 
thovgh there is no difference in the fares for 
firstand second classon most of the railroads. 
Nor do they presume when the smoking cars are 
divided, as they frequently are, into two com- 
partments, to invade that section allotted to 
white smokers. When they do they are some- 
times roughly reminded that they would do well 
to seek their own quarters. On the road be- 
tween Columbia, S. C., and Augusta, Ga., when 
the smoking car became crowded, several 
negroes, male and female, thronged into a coach 
occupied principally by whites. Several of the 
lady passengers complained loudly to the con- 
ductor of their intrusion. The negroes uttered 
no protest, but when opportunity offered they 
withdrew to the forward car. At many of the 
stations in Alabama and Georgia there are 
separate waiting rooms and ticket offices for 
colored persons. The black people who accept 
these regulationsso humbly would be greatly 
astonished, and perhaps demoralized, in Wash- 
ington, where it is a subject of common remark 
that in a crowded street car acolored man will 
keep his seat after white men have repeatedly 
vacated theirs to accommodate ladies. Tne 
Washington idea among _ colored people 
appears to be that if these civilities are observed 
it indicates an imperfect appreciation of indi- 
vidual rights under the Constitution, and that 
itis the duty of the colored race to assert its 
right to get everything it pays for even at the 
sactifice of some politeness. In Alabama, be- 
tore leaving Selma, a black man persisted in 
standing upon the platform of the car set apart 
for white passengers after he had been warned 
off by the conductor. The conductor kept his 
eye on him, and presently, approaching from 
behind, “litted”’ the negro off the car with his 
boot, tothe great discomfiture of the offender 
andthe hilarious delight of a large crowd of 
persons of color who witnessed the perform- 
ance, 


Talking with a casual acquaintance on the 
train between Charlotte, N. C., and Columbia, S. 
C.,I found him to bea bright young cotton 
buyer for an Augusta house, thoroughly ac- 
quainted with the country, its politics, and its 
people. He spoke of the slowness of growth of 


South Carolina, particularly dwelling upon the 
hand-to-mouth existence of the small planters. 
Directing my attention to several passengers in 
the car, he told me that they were Israelitish 
agents of firms furnishing supplies to the plant- 
ers, and said that I would find the whole cotton 
section overrun with them. ‘They sel] to the 
planters, white and black, at the beginning 
of the year, taking liens upon the crop 
to be raised. The owner of the land rented 
has a prior lien, and he is always satisfied out of 
the crop before anybody else can comein. For 
their pork or beet or other supplies the Jewish 
dealer charges an increased price, equal to a per- 
centage oftentimes of 15 per cent. When the 
time comes for collection be is watchful and 
persistent, and does not hesitate to attach and 
sella mule or a plow,or even poor articles of 
house furniture, to collect his debt. The ne- 
groes are not forehanded, and the system of 
operating the lands keeps them close to the 
grindstone all the time. The Hebrews have all 
their business in their hands. They have nearly 
all the retail business in most of the Southern 
towns. They are handlers of much of the cot- 
ton, and they make money with everything they 
touch. Noone hears them a of ostra- 
cism or social indifference from the people with 
whom they live. 


It isa melancholy thing to go from a brisk 
Northern town, abounding in evidences of pros- 
perity, toa city like Columbia, 8.C. To visit 
the unfinished State House, standing as it stood 
before the war, with its weather-beaten tem- 
porary roof, its uncompleted architectural 
features showing ragged edges, the grounds 
about it neglected and uninviting. the halls dark 


and cheerless, must impress one with the belief 
that the State has not yet recovered from the 
ravages of war and the more distressing dam- 
ages inflicted by the rule of ignorant, extrava- 
gant, and unscrupulous men, who had no local 
pride to restrain their rapacity. The Sonth Car- 











olinian is proud and hopeful, but he cannot con- 
ceal his feur lest a too close application to business 
may make him indifferent to political affairs, 
and result in a return of that negro domination 
which is dreaded beyond all things. No one 
more fully appreciates the fact that the restric- 
tions placed upon voting in the State are a bar 
to negro suffrage than the educated and 
now ruling class. The Constitution, it appears 

prohibits the imposition of an educational 
qualification, so such a qualification i 

secured by a roundabout way. I have 
heard men declare openly that they do 
not think the negro has any business to 
vote, and they give instances of stuvidity and 
ignorance that seem to justify them. They also 
admit that the educational qualification, if im- 
posed upon the whites as it is upon the blacks, 
would disfranchise many white voters. The 
illiteracy among the whites is deplorable, and 
unless the educated whites who can read the 
designations on the ballot boxes did see to it 
that the uneducated ones put their ballots in the 
right boxes under the eight-box law, it is ad- 
mitted that many of thein would find it useless 
to go to the polls. 


A fear oppresses some of the best men of the 
South that when the Republican Party disap- 
pears in that section, and the whole vote, white 
and black, becomes Democratic. the control of 
affairs may fallinto the hands of what is fre- 
quently called the “ hoodlum” element. For the 


Democratic Party in the Southhas its bad men, 
vulgar, greedy, and without pubtic spirit, just 
as the Republican Party hasinthe North. Demo- 
crats admit that when the negro vote comes 
to be divided and is to be swayed either 
by argument or money, the ’ bad men 
with money will get the negro vote, rather than 
the good men with the best arguments and in- 
teutions. So long asthe negro vote had to be 
opposed with the solid white vote, the best men 
have been kept at the front. With Federal of- 
fices as well as local offices to fill, with national 
success flushing and muking them careless, it is 
feared among prudent Southern men that the 
voters may find themselves in the hands of the 
“hoodlum” or vicious white class and be 
brought face to face with anew problem scarce- 
ly less troublesome than that of the negro ques- 
tion. E. G. D

THE USES OF SENATES. 


Following is the full text of a letter 
written by Mr. Schurz to James Bryce, member 
of Parliament, who had written to ask him 
about the working of the doubdle-chamber sys- 
tem in our Legis!atures, and who sent Mr. 
Schurz’s reply to the Spectator for publication: 

NEwW-YORK, Nov. 9, 1884. 

DEAR Mr. BRYCE: As tothe double-chamber 
system in our Constitutions, Federa! and State, 
it may be said not to bea subject of discussion 
atallin this country. Is is generally looxed 
upon as a natural—I[ might say as a matter 
of course—part of our political arrange- 
ments, so much so, indeed, that a propo- 
sition to abolish it, even when coming 
from a respectable quarter, would scarcely tind 
any serious consideration. On the whole I think 
the popular judgment is right in this respect. 
The doubie-chamber system, as we have it in our 
State Legislatures, was designed principally to 
prevent hasty and ill-considered legislation; and 
this it has done and is doing—of course not 
always, but in a sufiicient measure to keep itself 
in favor with the peopje. Now andthen a Sen- 
ate is criticised as assuming airs or as grasping 
for power, and that sort of thing—sometimes, as 
in the case of the Senate of the United States, 
not unjustly; but these things have never cone 
so far as to make the system, us such, in any 
degree obnoxious or unpopular, or to affect 
the general appreciation of its usefulness. 1t 
may also be said that the upper houses, in Con- 
gress as well as in State Legislaturas, are usually 
composed of aclassof men somewhat superior 
to those in the lower houses. The general aver- 
age is usually higher. Moreover, as you are 
aware, the people of the United States have long 
been accustomed to look to the Senate at Wash- 
ington for thorough debates on the public ques- 
tions most interesting to them, and during the 
larger part of our history the American people 
have regarded the Senate as an _ institution 
they had reason to be proud of. Originally, 
when the Constitution of the United States 
was formed, the institution of the Senate very 
naturally suggested itself as the representation 
of the States; but Ihave no doubt, even if the 
historic conception of the sovereignty or the 
rights of the several States were ever so much 
weakened, the practical value of the Senate as 
the upper house of the National Legislature 
would remain very much the same in popular 
estimation. And that practical value is the only 
point considered here, as our upper houses do 
not represent privileged classes or separate in- 
terests, but are justly looked upon without any 
jealousy or apprehension as mere parts, but use- 
ful parts, of the legislative machinery. The 
opinions here expressed are not only my own, 
but, I am confident, those of the American peo- 
ple generally. Most sincerely yours,

THE BASEBALL CONVENTION 

The annual convention of the American 
Baseball Association was held in the Fifth- 
Avenue Hotel yesterday. President McKnight 
was in the chair. The delegates present were 
James Mutrie and Frank Rhoner, of the Metro- 
politan Club; W. A. Nimick and H. B. Phillips, 
of the Allegheny Club; W. Sharsig and Lew Sim- 
mons, of the Athletic Club; William Barnie and 
Albert Mott, of the Baltimore Club; C. H. Byrne 
and George Taylor, of the Brooklyn Club; G. H. 
Herancourt and O. P. Caylor, of the Cincinnati 
Club; W. L. Jackson and James A. Hart, of the 
Louisville Club, and Christian Von der Ahe, 
of the St. Louis. The first work of im- 
portance was the dropping from the roll 
ot the clubs of Richmond and Indianapolis. 
This will .leave only eight clubs in the 
association. They are the Metropolitan, 
Brooklyn, Athletic, Baltimore, Allegheny. 
St. Louis, Louisville, and Cincinnati. D. H. 
McKnight was re-elected President by a 
unanimous vote. Christian Von der Ahe was 
made Vice-President, and W. C. Wikoff was re- 
appointed Secretary and Treasurer. The salary 
of the President was fixed at $1,800 a year. After 
the season begins he will have full power to ap- 
point umpires, and suspend and expel players 
who have given sufficient cause. Before the 
season begins he has the authority to name the 
umpires, but they will have to be confirmed by 
a two-thirds vote of the delegates. 

C. H. Byrne, ot Brooklyn; W. A. Nimicx, of 
Pittsburg; William Barnie, of Baltimore, and 
Christian Von der Abe, ot St. Louis, were elected 
a Board of Directors for the ensuing year. ‘the 
question of reducing the guarantee money 
came up before the meeting. The visiting club 
at present receives $t5each game. A motion 
was made to lower this or adopt the League 
plan of percentages, but both were lost by a 
close vote. O. P.Caylor, who represents the 
Cincinnati Club, upon sober second thought, de- 
cided not to send in his resignation but to re- 
main and battle for championship honors next 
year. The meeting will be continued to-day.

TO INVESTIGATE SECURITIES. 

The fact that a protective association of 
holders of American stocks and bonds was being 
formed in England was cabled from London a 
short timeago. The full plan of the proposed 
organization has just been received here, and 
bas attracted much interest in Wall-street. It is 
designed that the protective association shail 
have a nominal capital of £100,000, with £20,000 
paid up, and that it shall be so organized as to 
be independent of any controlling interests. 
Section 8 of the plan says: “It will be the 
unanimous decision of all British investors that 
this association must not be used, either through 
interest or incapacity, as another channel! for 
obtaining further moneys to be squandered in 
reckless extravagance by irresponsible Directors 
on bankrupt American roads. * * * The as- 
sociation must stand beyond the possibility of 
being used to assist the present large speculators 
out of their difficulties.” 

When special action in any case is desirable, a 
general meeting of all persons interested in tne 
securities affected will be cailed and a_ special 
committee appointed to work in conjunction 
with the association. The primary objects of 
the association are stated to be three, viz., the 
combination of investors, full information re- 
garding investments, and a proportional repre- 
sentation of investors in the control of the vari- 
ousroads. The intluenceof the association will 
also be used in favor of general restrictions as to 
the issue of new capital, bonds, or other liabili- 
ties, and against the formation of parallel and 
competing roads. The co-operation of the New- 
York Stock Exchange is regarded as one of the 
essential elements to the success of the new en- 
terprise. 





SUCCESSFUL AT LAST. 

Tower City, Penn., Dec. 10.—Prof. W. H. 
Brown, a resident of Red Hook, N. Y., com- 
mitted suicide here this afternoon, He had been 
visiting his brother, Dr. J. W. Brown, and last 


week made an attempt to take his own life by 
cutting his throat with a razor, but was dis- 
covered before he had inflicted fatal injury. 
Last night be appeared unusually bright and 
cheerful, and retired about 9 o'clock. Nothing 
was seen of him until this morning, when his 
brother entered his room and found him 
dying. He_ had succeeded in cutting 
several arteries in different parts of his body, 
and diedin an hour. Three months ago his wife 
took her own life at her home in Red Hook by 
taking poison. Delicate health was assigned as 
a reason for Mrs. Brown’s rash act. It is be- 
lieved that this led her husband to kill himself. 
One child survives the unfortunate couple. 
Prof. Brown was 338 years of age, and was held 
in the highest esteem by the people of Red Hook, 
where he lived for many years.

MR. GODDARD OPENS BOTH EYES. 


HE LEARNS A GOOD DEAL WHILE TRYING

It isan old proverb that experience is 
the best schoolmaster, and an old joke that the 
tuition comes high.

THE JURY GIVES MR. STEWART 
A VERDICT FOR $102,923 84 
MR. CHOATE’S AND MR, CONKLING’S LIVELY 
TILTS—THE FORMER QUOTES SHAKE- 
SPEARE—A NEW TRIAL ASKED FOR. 

A Gense crowd of gentlemen peopled 
Part I., Supreme Court, yesterday morning, to 
listen to the conclusion of the Stewart-Hunt- 
ington case. Mr. David Stewart and William A, 
Paton sat together, their faces expressing screne 
interest and no excitement. Mr. Choate seemed 
impatient to commence, but as his legal oppo- 
nent, Mr. Roscoe Conkling, had not put in an ap- 
pearance, he was obliged to curl his impatience, 
and stroked his black kid gioves as though that 
action was expressive of unlimited curbing pow- 
ers. Mr. Conkling was decidedly late, and a lit- 
tle passage was mace in the crowd as he entered, 
through which he passed, dispensing nods to ac- 
quaintances in all directions, and finally arriv- 
ing opposite Mr. Choate, with a magnificent bow. 

“T’ve been waiting tor you,” remarked the 
black-gloved lawyer. 

* Waiting for me!” ejaculated the late arrival. 
“Do you wish me to deliver the residue of 
your remarks to the jury? I am sorry, your 
Honor, [to the Judge,] that I have deprived you 
for a moment of hearing my learned friend. He 
need not have waited for me, however—I hear so 
much of him, you know.” Mr. Conkling sighed 
as though deeply oppressed, and Mr. Choate rose 
to the occasion and the jury. 

* When Eno went to Quebec,” he said, ** I be- 
tieve he left the books of the Second National 
Bank behind, by which some evidence of his 
transactions might be produced. When Mother 
Mandelbaum went to Toronto she carried jew- 
elry with her, but her books and papers were 
jeit behind. Now, I would like to know why 
the learned counsel in this case have not re- 
deemed their promise of allowing that public 
book of Mr. Huntington’s to be presented before 
you. They said that every man on this jury 
should have a copy of it. 1 tendered one copy 
which I had got hold of, but they said that in 
their own time they would see that you all had 
the book. it wasa literary effort and hada bear- 
ing upon the case. wm 

* Now. gentlemen,” continued Mr. Choate, “I 
deemed it my duty, so far as I cou!d secure it, to 
be sure, before any jury were sworn in this ease, 
that they were absolutely free trom all possibie 
sympathy or approach to sympathy with the 
case. For these great railroad monarchs—I bor- 
row Mr. Bangs’s words—boast of their power; 
their maxim is thatevery man has his price; that 
they can command every member of Congress; 
that they can control newspapers; that they can 
run Legislatures; that they can bias courts; but 
there isa thing which 1 am sure they cannot do 
to-day. They cannot control, by their. wealth 
or their power, the 12 gentiemen on this jury.” 

Having thus put the jurors on good terms with 
themselves, Mr. Choate resumed the thread of 
his summing up, broken on the preceding day. 

“They say that these gentlemen are black- 
mailers,” Mr. Choate went on. “ Now let us see 
who they are. One of them may be known to 
fame. I aliude to Mr. Samue! Hooper, of Bos- 
ton, an eminent member of Congress, serving 
side by side with my learned friend.” 

Mr. Choate bowed to Mr. Conkling, 
Conkling bowed to Mr. Choate. 

**And yet my learned friend says he was a 
blackmailer. Side by side they sat and labored 
together inthe same cause always. The great 
merchant of Boston was tavorably known 
throughout the country. I don’t want to be 
personal, my learned friend. {More i There 
ere habits in courts of justice of which I disap- 
prove. (Laughter.]) q - 

* Now, Mr. Conkling has given you a descrip- 
tion of my face and features which be has 
gathered trom some periodical which has risen 
to the rank of an illustrated weekly. 

“Now,” said Mr. Choate blandly, ** I don’t like 
to lie down under such imputations, so I will re- 
turn them. But, gentlemen, not from any news- 
paper. No, no. I will paint Mr. Conkling’s pict- 
ure asit has been painted by an immortal pen. 
I will give you his description asthe divine 
Bhakespeare painted it. For he must have had 
wy learned friend in his eve when he said: 

**See what a grace was seated on this brow, 
Hyperion’s curls; the frout of Jove himself; 
An eye jike Mars, to threaten and command; 
A combination and a form indeed 
Where every god did seem tu set his seal 
To give the world ussurance of a nian!’” 
{Loud laughter.] 

* And yet, gentlemen, even he, so described by 
the divine Wilhem, has been tempted by one of 
Mr. Huntington’s colossal fees to trample on the 
grave of bis dead friend and proclaim him to 
the world asa blackmailer. Gentiemen, I don’t 
like that kind of thing. If Mr. Hooper had been 
alive, would Mr. Conkling have taken that lib- 
erty? If he had been sitting in Congress after 
the retirement of my learned friend, even with 
the distance of New-York from Washington be- 
tween them, would he have dared to say such a

thing? Gentlemen, ought there not to be honor, 
even among members of Congress? [Loud 
Jaughter.] Certainly there ought to be. And I 


leave you to judge whether Mr. Hooper wasa 
blackmailer. 

‘*“My learned friend,” Mr. Choate resumed, 
* wants you jurors to disagree. He wants one 
or two of youto disagree. He hopes one or two 
vt you will be obstinate. That’s what he counts 
upon—not for truth. not for justice. Mr. Hunt- 
ington knows that or he would have gone on the 
stand himself. They want one man outof twelve, 
and that is why Mr. Bangs urged you so pointed- 
ly to follow the example of the last jury. Gen- 
tiemen, I said it wasa miscarriage of justice for 
one man to disagree in a case like this. You are 
bound toagree. You haveseenthe defendant 
stand dumb before you, and walk out ot court 
with his tail between his legs.” 

ir. Choate then handed in the computation of 
the sum ciaimed by the plaintiffs. In case the 
jury found the shares to be worth $425 Mr. 
Choate asked for a verdict of $112,800 21; in case 
the shares were considered as worth $400 the 
amount asked was $102,923 84. 

Judge Van Vorst then charged the jury, and 
Mr. Conkling offered a number of additional 
clauses, which were declined. The expression 
onthe faces of the jury was not happy. The 
shower of technicalities which were rained upon 
them appeared to confuse them as much as they 
did the occupants of the court room. 

The jury were out for one hour and ten min- 
utes, re-entering the court room at 2:10. 

“Have you decided upon a verdict ?” asked 
the Judge. 

“We have,” was the prompt rejoinder. 

The verdict was for the plaintitf, with damages 
to the extent of $162,923 84. 

“Task fora stay of judgment of 60 days,” de- 
manded Mr. Bangs, “and also that my excep- 
tions be heard at the General Term. We ask for 
anew trialon the ground of misdirection and 
excessive damages.” 

* You can specify the ground in the record,” 
answered Judge Van Yorst. “The motion will 
be denied.” 

* But laskit on the ground of misdirection 
on the part of the court,”’ persisted the lawyer, 
“errors in ruling, verdict against evidence. I 
ask for 60 days’ stay of judgment.” 

“JT object,” interposed Mr. Choate.

Mr. Choate then suggested that the case of 
Agnew against Huntington be taken up on the 
morrow, as Mr. Stewart had succeeded and had 
demonstrated that it was a meritorious cause of 
action. The counsel on the other side had no 
right to postpone the suit. If Mr. Conkling 
liked to agree that the judgment in the present 
suit. to be decided by the Court of Appeals, and 
which couid not be arrived at in less than three 
years, should be the judgment of all the other 
suits, he [Mr. Choate] would consent to that. Mr. 
Conkling, however, did not agree to anything of 
the kind, and the other cases were set down for 
the first Monday in January. The Judge de- 
iivered his opinions on that subject to the court. 

“JT presume,” remarked Mr. Conkling, when 
they had been heard, “ that all these observa- 
tions were addressed to Mr. Choate.”

EDITORS AT LOGGERHEADS. 

Patrick Rellihan, of No. 368 Myrtle-av- 
enue, Brooklyn, was arrested at his resiaence 
early yesterday morning by Officer McCormick, 
of the Tombs squad, on acharge of libel pre- 
ferred by Patrick Ford, the editor of the Irish 
World. Relliban is editor and proprietor of a 
weekly paper known as Ireland’s Liberator. 
Both papers cater to the same class of readers, 
and asa result there is a strong rivalry existing. 
Ford bases his charge of libel on an article which 
appeared in the publication of the defendant on 
Oct.16. In it the complainant says KRellihan pub- 
lished and caused to be circulated a false and 
malicious libel. He referred to the Irish World 
as the organ of the Irish race in the hands of 
Yankee infidels, and statements were also made 
at different times in the colums of Ireland’s Lib- 
erator as to the personai character of Ford. They 
were, it is asserted, of a very damaging char- 
acter, and it is believed by the complainant that 
he is entitled to redress in the criminal courts. 
Rellinan was placed under $1,000 bail in the 
Tombs Police Court to appear for examination 
on Dec. 29. Mr.“ Fatty” Walsh, the Alcerman- 
elect from the Secona District, secured a bonds- 
man, and Reliihan left the court room smiling. 





ELEVATED ROAD PROFITS. 

A statement of the business done by the 
Manhattan Railway Company during the quarter 
ending Dec. 31 (with December estimated) has 
been issued. The net earnings in each of

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COL, MORTON BACK AGAIN. 





HE WALKS INTO THE DISTRICT ATTORNEY'S 
OFFICE READY TO ANSWER ALL CHARGES, 
Col. Charles B. Morton, ex-Assistant 
Postmaster of Brooklyn, who mysterously dis- 
appeared from that city about six months ago, 
returned yesterday morning quite as mysterous- 
ly. About 10 o’clock he entered the office of 
United States District Attorney Tenney, accom- 
panied by his lawyer and Mr. Henry Hamilton. 
Col. Morton told Assistant District Attorney 
Angel, who was the only occupant of the office, 


that he had learned of the fact that q warrant 
had been issued for his arrest, and that he had 
come to surrender himself. 

Marshall Tate brought out the warrant and 
then the whole party went before United States 
Commissioner Allen. The charge against Col. 
Morton was that he nad falsified the pay-rolls of 
the Post Oflice to the extent of $137 46. He 
pleaded not guilty and gave bail in $1,000 to ap- 
sear for examination. The only reference Col. 
Soxton could be induced to make to the charge, 
after he had left court, was in relation toa 
rumor that had been spread about after his dis- 
appearance. It was said that he had left to 
shiela others who would suffer if be gave testi- 
mony before the Post Office Examiners, who 
were engaged in looking over the accounts of 
the Brooklyn Post Office at the time of bis flight. 
There was not, Col. Morton said, the slightest 
foundation for such a rumor, and he denied hav- 
ing made any such statement before leaving. 

As a reason for not speaking at present about 
the charge preferred against him, Co!. Morton 
said that he had been instructed to keep silence 
by his lawyer. He had committed, be said, no 
offense against the laws of the United States. 
There might possibly be a few technical errors 
in his accounts, but these could be satisfactorily 
explained. When he left Brooklyn he had no 
idea that any charge was to be preferred against 
him, or that there were any errors in his 
accounts. Two hours betore the steamer 
sailed he ha» no thought of going, but the In- 
spectors had worried him with their questions, 
and as he needed rest he suddenly resolved to 
take the first outgoing steamer to Europe. He 
had spent his time in France, Germany, Be!gium, 
and England, and had traveled alone. Most of 
his time had been spent in the picture galleries 
and libraries of the Old World, and his trip 
abroad had perfectly restored his health. Mrs. 
Morton, who has been iniil-health for some time, 
was greatiy affected by hex husband’s return, 
but it is said she was better yesterday. 

Mr. Julius E. Ludden, counsel for Col. Morton, 
when asked the reason for his client’s sudden 
departure for Europe, said he could account for 
it on no other ground than that Col. Morton was 
at that time laboring under a slizhtaberration of 
the mind. He had a perfect craze for books, and 
after working hard at his office all day it was his 
custom to situp farinto the night in his library 
uring Over rare volumes. Constant study 
had affected his mind and mave him irritable 
when questioned about the details of bis oftice. 
Having amassed a comfortable competency by 
realestate transactions, there was no reason why 
the Assistant Postmaster should have fled, even 
if he had known that his accounts were short a 
few hundred dollars. 

The specific charge against the Assistant Post- 
master is that his books showea that Richard W. 
Clarke, a clerk in the employ of the Brooklyn 
Post Office, bad received from the Postmaster 
$150 96, whereas, it is alleged, he got but $15 59, 
and that Morton appropriated the balance of 
$137 46 to his own use. The penalty forthe 
offense is imprisonment at hard labor for not 
less than one year nor more than tive years, 
and afine of not lessthan $1,000 nor more than 
$5,000. Postmaster James McLeer saw and 
shook hands with Col. Morton in the United 
States District Attorney’s oftice, but they had 
no extended conversation, The Postmaster said 
he was not surprised at Col. Morton’s return, 
but declined to speak further about the case.

a resolution of t® Board of Estimate 


and Apportionment for the transfer of $4,750 
from the unexpended balance of the Bu- 
reau of Lamps, Gas, &c., of the Department of 
Public Works to the salaries account of the Bu- 
reau for Repairing and Renewing Pipes, Stop- 
cocks, &c., in the same department. The applica- 
tion was made by John H. Bird, the plaintiff, in 
person. Hesues as a taxpayer, secking to re- 
strain waste of the city’s money. In support of 
his motion he presented to the court an afiidavit 
made by Tax Commissioner Thomas B. Aaten, 
who is a member of the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment. In this affidavit Mr. Asten 
said that that board allotted to the Department 
of Public Works, for Jamps, gas, and electrie 
lighting, during the year lest, the sum of $f 
000, of which $5,816 was on account of salaries 
and for the repairing or renewal of pipes, Xc., 
$263,500, of Which $58,500 was on account of sala- 
ries. Before $68,500 was fixed on by the board as 
a proper sum for salaries; Mr. Asten averred, he 
made an inquiry which resuited in the con- 





viction to his mind that $380,000 was more 
than enough. He voted for the larger sum 
to prevent the failure of the appropria- 
tion. For the year 1885 the board, he 
said, had cut down the sum to $43,500, 
yet, in face of that reduction, it has, by 


the present transfer, undertaken to increase the 
appropriation made for last year. Commission- 
er ''bompson had told the bourd that unless the 
transfer was made he would have to reduce his 
force. 

Keplying to tnis, Commissioner Asten had 
informed the board and Commissioner Thomp- 
that the latter had 


son no right to ex- 
pend the $68.500 otherwise than in equal 
monthly installments, and that by expend- 
ing it otherwise he had committed a 


waste of the public funds. In Mr. Asten’s opin- 
ion, the Legislature did not contemplate the 
transfer of an unexpended balance from one 
general appropriation to a special account con- 
nected with another general appropriation not 
yet exhausted—there are yet $22,000 to the credit 
of the Department of Public Works for the re- 
pairing, &c.. of pipes, &c.—and that the provi- 
sion of the Consolidation act that appropria- 
tions must receive the unanimous vote of 
the board legally prevents a transfer, such 
as the present, authorized by a mere majority of 
the board, else the provision would be useless 
otherwise than to cause the board to do needless 
labor in making up the items of the appropria- 
tions. 

Assistant Corporation Counsel Dean argued 
that the transfer was legal,as it was from one 
bureau to another in the same department. It 
was authorized, he said, by section 2U+4 of the 
Consolidation act, and sustained by a recent de- 
cision of the Supreme Court, General Term. 
Judge Lawrence took the papers. 


A JUDGE CENSURING OFFICERS. 

Nathan Morris keeps a place of amuse- 
ment known as the New-York Museum. In 
October last he was convicted in the Court of 
Special Sessions of having allowed two girls un- 
der 14 years of age to visit the museum without 
proper guardians, and he was fined $50. Officers 
of the Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Children were the witnesses against him. After 
his conviction in the criminal) court that society 
began a proceeding in the Supreme Court to 
procure the revocation of the license granted 
to him by the Mayor for the giving of_ con- 





certs and theatrical entertainments. Judge 
Van Brunt decided yesterday not to revoke 


Morris's license. The testimony for the society, 
he said, did not satisfy him, and he felt that with- 
out undoubted evidence it would be unjust to 
deprive Morris of his present means of livelihood 
and put him into such a pésition that it would 
be impossible for him ever to reacquire that 
means. He commented severely upon the officers 
of the prosecuting society because they failed to 
call Morris’s attention to the presence of the 
«children in the museum, and to warn him against 
allowing them or others to enter it thereafter, 
and because they followed the little ones to the 
street and obtained their addresses by threaten- 
ing to arrest them. 





REFEREE DWIGHT WILL NOT GO. 

Judge Ingraham, holding Superior 
Court, Chambers, has denied the motion, made 
on behalf of Commodore Garrison, for the re- 
moval of Prof. Theodore W. Dwight from the 
post of Referee in thetrial o? the suit of Peter 
Marié and others against the Commodore. The 
motion was made by Henry L, Clinton on the 
grounds that Reierce Dwight had betrayed a 

rejudice against Commodore Garrison, and 


1ad improperly aliowed the trial to take a 
wider scope than was warranted by 
the issues. It was opposed by Roscoe 


Conkling and Mason W. Taylor. Judge Ingra- 
ham said, in Lis opinion, that as Prof. Dwight 
was appointed Reteree on an agreement between 
the parties, both sides were bound by their 
choice, and he could not be removed unless it 
was proved that he had been guiity of 
absolute wrongdoing. The only allegation be- 
fore the court was that his rulings indicated the 
prejudice or bias of which the plaintiff com- 
plained. As Referee, Prof. Dwight had all the 
powers of a Judge, and his rulings could not be 
objected to exccepting on appeal after judgment 
in the manner provided by the Code.

BOYCOTTING A BIG FIRM. 





PATENT MEDICINE MANUFACTURERS BOUND 
TO RESIST CHEAP PRICES. 

A druggist from Astoria called at Mc- 
Kesson & Robbins’s wholesale drug store, in Ful- 
ton-street, and bought $7 worth of goods from 
the “ petty purchase’ counter. He packed away 
in his basket, among other articles, $2 worth of 
Dr. Bull’s Cough Syrup. The young man who 
sold the goods scanned his eye over the Campion 
plan black list for Brooklyn, supposing that 
Astoria was a part of Brooklyn. The wholesale 
firm was notified that it had violated the Cam- 
pion contract in selling Dr. Bull’s medicine toa 
druggist who sold below the prescribed rates. 
An apvlogy was demanded. McKesson & Rob- 
bins declined to offer one. Tuesday the 21 drug 
manufacturers in the combination received a 
notice, placing the firm on the black list and pro- 
hibiting any dealings with it. But McKesson & 
Robbins had already heard of the action the 
league proposed to take, and by means of the 
telegraph provided themselves with a four- 
months’ stock of the articles they were boycot- 
ted from purchasing. 

Mr. Robbins said yesterday: ** We propose to 
stand just where we are. The goods were sold 
toa small dealer in a small purchase, without 
any intentional violation of the contract on our 
part. We doa business of nearly three-quarters 
of a million dollars every yearin patent med- 
icines, and if the league chooses to black list us 
for a seven-dollar purchase why we can stand it. 
1 joined the association more for convenience 
sake in the first place. It is absurdto try and re- 
strict a man from selling goods to any reputa- 
ble dealer who can pay tor them.”’ 

It was rumored yesterday that two prominent 
manufacturing druggists had become disgusted 
with the contract prohibition and intended to 
withdraw. The men onthe black list were quite 
gleeful over the fact that McKesson & Robbins 
had been tumbled into thesame boat with them. 
They looked upon it as a sure breakdown for the 
Campion system. One druggist said: ‘ The 
plan has now been in operation nine months. I 
have offered its progenitors $3,000, to be given 
to any local charitable mstitution they may 
name, to keep the prohibition up another year.”” 

The Campion men are now attempting to 
crush out of the patent medicine business the 
two principal wholesale houses of that hne in 
this city and in the country.

TOO DEVOTED TO HIS FAMILY. 

Louis Boisse, a recent resident of Ma- 
maroneck, Westchester County, was yesterday 
an unhappy inmate of the White Plains Jail. On 
Noy. 18, 1883, he entered into a contract with 
Leopold Bossange, in Paris, France, to come to 
the United States and establish an agency for 
the sale of kid gioves and general milinary 
goods. The contract having been duly signed, 
Bossange advanced Boisse the sum of $500 to 
pay his “spenens to this country and establish 
himself. Shortly after his arrival the agent met 
and fell in love with a Miss Howes, daughter of 
the veteran circus man, whom he married. He 
»roved to be more devoted to his wife and fumi- 

y (for he has twins) than he was to his busi- 
ness, He failed to comply with the terms 
ot the contract, as far as the opening of 
the agency was concerned, but he did 
receive and sella large lot of kid gloves, among 
his customers being the houses of O’Neill and J. 
& C. Johnston, of this city. The money he re- 
ceived from these sales he appropriated to his 
own use. When his employer tailed to send him 
any more gloves he disappeared from his old 
haunts and took up his abode quietly in Ma- 
maroneck, where he maintained wu respectable 
livelihood by teaching French and music, in 
both of which he is said to be highly accom- 
plished. On Tuesday night Deputy Sheritf John 
‘erplanck visited his house and arrested him on 
the charge of having appropriated $1,341 be- 
Jonging to his employer to his own use. As he 
was unable to furnish the necessary bail, he had 
to go to jail. 








HORSE BREEDERS IN COUNCIL. 

Seventeen wealthy horse breeders from 
all parts of the country, representing the Na- 
tional Trotting Horse Breeders’ Association, 
met yesterday afternoon in the Everett House. 
They were presided over by Mr. H. W. T. Mali, 
and others present were Secretary L. D. Packer, 
Gen. B. F. Tracy, J. C. McFaren, J. P. Weiser, F, 
D. Norris, Alden Goldsmith, I. V. Baker, Jr., and 
William T. Withers. The grievances that the 
horse breeders discussed were the evasions of 
the law prohibiting pool selling and the prac- 
tice otf unscrupulous dealers in giving horses 
false pedigrees. Resolutions were adopted that 
a committee of three be appointed to go 
before the Legislature of the State to ask that 
the present pool bill be sustained, and that a 
committee of five be appointed to frame a bill 
making it a criminal offense to give a horse a 
false pedigree. Messrs. Weiser, Baker, Gold- 
smitb, Withers, and Norris were elected to serve 
upon the Executive Committee tor three years. 
The report of the Treasurer showed that the 
association had $14,048 40 on hand, that stakes 
amounting to $20,940 had been trotted for dur- 
ing the vear 1884, while there were 351 nomina- 
tions, whose payments to date were $10,415. Mr. 
McFaren, who is one of the most extensive 
breeders in Kentucky, suggested that the asso- 
ciation hold annual race meetings in Kentucky, 
and he gave an interesting account of his 
methods of raising colts. The Executive Com- 
mittee will meet to-day and elect the officers of 
the association for the coming year,

Lafayette, and Samuel Johnson to the bar,” 
cried Justice White in the Tombs Police Court 
yesterday.

As the three were 
lead down stairs Blaine was heard to mutter:

Johnson, in tiowing terms, said he wasa gen- 
tlemau, a scholar, and a son of toil, and he char- 
acterized it as an outrage to be called a vagrant. 

** I believe you, Sir,” answered Judge White,
